So you have yourself a crotch-rocket? It goes like the 
wind and you're happy. 

I'm glad if you're glad. 

And the main point I want to make before getting down 
to business is that this column will not be the typical shuck 
for safety. Anyone who has been on the wrong end ofa 
car-bike encounter doesn't need the traditional slow-down 
talk about safety. 

Mainly I'm concerned with extreme competence. We've 
got all the slack-jawed two-wheeled safety robots we need. 
The ultimate safety is in competence, and complete control 
of your machine. This column won't make you a racer. But 
it will help you understand the principles of racing as they 
are applied to street riding. It will help you understand why 
a machine behaves the way it does; and how to feel the city 
street/country road environment in which you'll be riding. 

Motorcycle road riding is sport. It always will be, in spite 
of the people who are trying to dull it into being mere 
transportation. If you treat it like mere transportation, 
you'll come out the loser. Bikes don't offer the well-padded 
metal insulation that straight-arrow transportation does. 
The moment that riding becomes less than a challenge to 
you, less than an opportunity to improve, less than the 
sheer excitement of being on the way for no other reason 
than the feeling of freedom and novel movement, you're 
setting yourself up for the Big One. 

Motorcycle riding should boost the adrenalin. It should 
be part paranoia—watching for the heat, casting careful 
glances at the dinosaur people, who, in spite of their own 
wishes to the contrary, are out to get you. Motorcycling, 
even with its most up-to-date techno-mechanical trappings, 
is an expression of the raw man, the real man, the man who 
desires to relate in a realistic, physical manner to his 
environment. 

You’re out there, exposed to all error, dealing with only 
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the laws of physics, the laws of chance, the laws of people, 
and oftentimes with Nature itself. 

It's you and your reflexes, your body, your bike and 
your brain. And, hopefully, when the action is getting a bit 
heavy, you'll have the self-honesty to know when enough is 
enough. 


EVERY MAN'S MOTORCYCLE 

The motorcycle rides on two wheels, one in front of the 
other, and if left to its own devices will fall down, collide 
with something or otherwise attempt to destroy itself. 

Accompanied by a reasonably willing human being, the 
motorcycle becomes a semi-stable device. It continues in a 
straight line until the rider, from sheer boredom with 
straightness bids it to turn. 

Its comportment over the ground is intriguing to the 
senses. It banks like an airplane. Magically almost, it needs 
no external outriggers or other support to keep it erect and 
rolling effortlessly through the countryside, hissing over the 
pavement until the reluctantly given moment when it slows 
to a stop and gently yields to the pressure of hands on the 
controls and deftly alighting feet during the last millisecond 
of forward motion. 

In these motions, the rider senses a certain rightness. An 
economy of being, taking no more room than is necessary. 
It's a motion that is closely allied to the body. Changes in 
attitude and direction seemingly execute themselves with 
only the slightest wish from the brain. 

With the motorcycle's economy and simplicity come 
certain compromises and contingencies of which you 
should be aware. 

The mysterious force that keeps the motorcycle erect 
when it is rolling is not mysterious at all. That force is 
actually several things operating at once. In fact, the 
so-called straight path of a motorcycle is really the sum of 
thousands of minor corrections each minute. 

Some of these corrections are rider-induced. (And so are 
some of the errors!). The bike starts falling to the right, and 
the rider turns to the right. The front wheel and then the 
rear moves to the right faster than the rest of the machine; 
pretty soon the center of gravity of the bike is balanced 
directly over the place where the wheels touch and form a 
line with the ground, and the falling stops. Or if the 
correction was made too greatly, the wheel line moves to 
the right of the c.g. and the bike begins falling to the left. 

The rider may also balance the machine by shifting his 
own weight, relative to the center of gravity, which, of 
course, will change the center of gravity. As his moving 
action has an equal and opposite reaction, however, some 
other correction must be executed jointly with his shift in 
weight to arrive at the desired balance. 

Yet another form of correction is induced by the

UTAH LAND, A SECOND LOOK 
This is a rebuttal to Mr. Ulrich’s very 


well documented article, “They’re 
Opening Up Land in Utah,” (CW, Apr. 
74). 


It seems that the information Mr. 
Ulrich derived from Mr. Ted Tuttle and 
other officials from the state of Utah, 
was and is very much a hypothesis; a 
tentative assumption made in order to 
draw out and test its logical or empirical 
consequences. A layman would sum it 
up this way: Mr. Tuttle sure sold some- 
one a bill of goods! 

I am the commander of the Weber 
County  Sheriffs Motorcycle Patrol; 
search and rescue is our job. I have been 
a member of this group for four years. 
Also, I am a member of the Iron Ponies 
Motorcycle Club (Hill Air Force Base). 
Furthermore, I am on the board of 
directors of the Big Horn Four Wheel 
Drive Club. I am an ex-motorcycle 









dealer. I feel that I have been around 
motorcycles and Utah long enough to 
tell it like it really is. 

If you live in the northern portion of 
Utah, around Salt Lake City or Ogden, 
there are very few trails to ride in the 
mountains. These areas were made by 
the Forest Service with aid from various 
local civic groups. The state does not 
maintain any of these trails. 

The city of Ogden ran the cyclist out 
of the foothills by means of the old 
scare tactic. There were and still are 
some great areas for our youngsters to 
ride. Ogden tried to find a place out of 
the city for cyclists. They never did find 
a place nor did they try too hard. Our 
Parks and Recreation (Mr. Tuttle), went 
out to an area called Little Mountain 
with the idea in mind that it might be a 
great place for RVs. They decided not 
to use this land because it is a small 
30-degree knoll in the middle of the 
Great Salt Lake salt flats. Even the 
rabbits won't live there! There is no 
water—salt water, maybe. 

I recently learned that Ogden city 
fathers talked the state into making a 
RV area any way, around 10 to 15 miles 
out of town. The state lost this land! 

Now if you go south to the canyon 
lands, Arches National Park, etc., you 
can find a lot of jeep roads that run 
around most of the canyon parks. Most 


of these are in a federal park. Yes, the 
state has a neat motorcycle park just 
out of Moab, Utah. This park is called 
Slip Rock Trail. I have to admit it is not 
too bad, except for one thing. You are 
on pure sandstone all of the time. 

In order to get around this area, the 
state has painted white lines. It has been 
so long since they were painted that the 
weather has worn them off. You need a 
map to get around (we couldn't find a 
map). This park is about 340 to 400 
miles from the larger populace of the 
state. 

Our Parks and Recreation decided 
the RV people needed a place to go, so 
they opened up a park called the Sand 
Dunes. This is an area of straight sand, 
just like you find in the good old desert. 

Your article states that 70 percent of 
Utah is comprised of federal land. Here 
are some facts and figures compiled by

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The most intriguing aspect of recrea- 
tion in Utah is the great variety of 
terrain and climate. The sad thing about 
our recreational program is that, of the 
52,969,690 acres of land that Utah 
comprises, only 653,000 acres are spe- 
cifically set aside for state and federal 
parks. This represents only 1.3 percent 
of the total state land acreage. Nearly 
87 percent of state land is used for some 
type of agricultural production, with 
13.4 million used for grazing. 

By the year 1985, more than 
1,096,000 acres of additional land will 
be needed for outdoor recreation. Our 
state had a chance to buy a large section 
of land called “Desert Land and Lives- 
tock Ranch,” which consists of approxi- 
mately 200,000 acres. However, they 
turned this wonderful area down. 

As for the roving patrol referred to in 
your article, most of the rangers who 
patrol on bikes have just learned to ride. 
In all the time I have been riding, I have 
never run into any of these people out 
patrolling. I ride a 125cc, but Pd like to 
see one of them catch me! That is the 
way most of the bike riders feel, be- 
cause the Parks and Recreation has no 
plan to give them for their money. 

I do have to agree on one issue—that 
is the budget cutbacks. I, along with 
others from this state, find three reasons 
for the budget problems. 

1. Our state has a general fund. The 
biggest portion of the money for this 
fund comes from Fish and Game, Parks 
and Recreation, but these divisions 
never receive back what they put in. 
The money is distributed to all agencies. 

2. Mr. Tuttle cannot get the state to 
back his program because it is not 
working as well as he thinks it should. 

3. Parks and Recreation is trying too 
hard to cram the program down our 
throats. For example, Mr. Tuttle and a 
few of his park rangers decided to make 
a little money for their program. So 
they went to a few races on private land 
and tried to collect $5 for RV registra- 
tion. They got away with it a couple of 
times until they ran across a couple of 
people with knowledge of the RV law. 

“Think of it! Just drive up to the 
gate of your neighborhood state-oper- 
ated-and-maintained MX track, flash 
your $5-a-year ORV registration, and 
race! It could happen,” says your arti- 
cle. That's right, it could happen. Pm 
not holding my breath! I may turn blue 
in the meantime, for as far as I can find 
out, there are no such areas yet. 

Mr. Tuttle sure is right about our 
biggest challenges to overcome, which 
are financing and exaggerated fears of 
local residents. (Continued on page 16)

First off I would like to say that I’m 
first and foremost a dirt rider, MX and a 
little desert, the rest is just inbetween. I 
ride a 1972 Yammie 125 MX, but I 
recently seized it. I would like to thank 
Paul Szmonski for partially stating my 
views. This concerns not only your 175 
shootout, but the attitude in general 
towards dirt bikes. 

You don’t get to know dirt bikes by 
riding them to the nearest McDonalds 
and taking pictures, or by making 
maybe a pass or two at the drag strip, 
then reading the factory brochure and 
faking a dyno report. If you want to 
make a great test, one that will be 
meaningful to your readers who need 
the information, you should take a tip 
from Dirt Bike, or maybe their illegiti- 
mate offspring, Motocross Action. 

Race the bike every weekend like you 
want to thrash it. Tell every problem 
you encounter and why it happened. If 
applicable, ride it on the street in the 
week. I mean back and forth to the 
corner store, just to get in the miles. 
Give it the amount of maintenance that 
an average rider/racer would give it. 
Less. Mistreat the poor little thing. 

Get riders of different abilities. Put 
beginners on it, factory racers and 
everybody inbetween (within reason). 
Not just around the pits either. Don’t be 
afraid to get dirty! And show it. Do it 
for three or four months, then give it an 
accurate dyno. If the bike can be made 
noticeably different with 50 or 100 
bucks, do it. Tell the details, price, how 
to and where. Above all, THRASH IT. 

Since you and Paul Szmonski are 
separated by several thousand miles, I 
will extend the challenge. You name it, 
MX or desert, equal bikes, any time.

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correspondence than any piece we have 
done in recent memory. But your letter, 
Alan, is tops. Boy are you screwed up. 

No, you don’t get to know dirt bikes 
by riding them to McDonalds for photo 
sessions, and we didn’t. But if you'll 
take a look on page 52 of the March ‘73 
Dirt Bike and see what you find... 
Heavens, why if it isn’t a trail bike, a 
Honda, in fact, posed in front of an 
"Over 10 Billion Served" sign. Tsk, 
Alan. You should have written that 
portion of your letter to Dirt Bike. 
They 'd probably laugh at it just as hard 
as we did. 

And please let us know where you 
got the idea that the dyno test on the 
175s was a fake. There was no dyno test 
at all on the 175s because the machines 
are not competition-ready items, nor 
are they advertised or sold as such. 


And the same goes for the ludicrous 
idea of racing those bikes. Any of them 
would have to race in the 250 class 
because of their displacement. And, in 
such an environment, they would all 
have to be labeled “pigs.” Or is that 
what you’d have us do in the first place 
just because they aren't capable of berm 
pulverization, fourth-gear wheelies and 
eight-foot roostertails? The machines 
are sold as dual-purpose mounts, usable 
on the road, and usable off the road; 
but designed explicitly for neither. 

We did ride them on. the street, just 
as you mentioned. Did you actually 
read the test? It mentions that the bikes 
were used as daily transportation to and 
from work. 

When it comes down to testing moto- 
crossers, we do race them. That magne- 
sium-engined Husqvarna 250CR in the 
same issue was flogged about in some of 
the most ridiculous mud you've ever 
seen, and took 2nd overall. But we took 
care of maintenance afterwards, just like 
any owner of a $1400 piece of hardware 
would. 

Motorcycles that are sold as all-out 
racing machinery, with power and han- 
dling characteristics designed solely for 
that purpose, are run on the Schenk 
Dynamometer at Webco. Yamaha Inter- 
national has duplicated the Webco set- 
up in its racing department, where the 
machines of such motocrossers as Mike 
Hartwig, Tim Hart and Pierre Karsmak- 
ers are tested. You have heard of them, 
haven't you? 

Motorcycles that are designed to be 
streetable and also fun in the dirt are 
tested under these circumstances. If 
they succeed moderately well at both 
exercises, then they are good. 

Racing machines are raced, and they 
had better be able to perform as well, if

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not better, than the machinery against 
which they will be competing. If they 
can, great. If not, then we say so. 

You would like to see magazines flog 
motorcycles, regardless of their in- 
tended purpose, for several months 
without even a modicum of mainte- 
nance, and then take them to.a dyno 
before writing a road test. What do you 
think would be left of a machine after 
such an ordeal? Anything from a Ya- 
maha 100 to a 450 Maico Radial would 
be a heaping mass of junk. They 
wouldn’t put out enough horsepower to 
fall out of the back of a pickup truck. 
Of course, you would then have us label 
the machine with four-letter wording 
reminiscent of pre-pubescent, junior 
high school terminology for bodily se- 
cretions and/or functions. 

Our staff needs no defense when it 
comes to riding ability, either. But just 
to let you know, we have among us the 
following. A professional road racer and 
dirt tracker. A Class C short tracker, 
road racer and, most recently, enduro 
buff. A two-digit plate-holder in the 
desert, and a two-time Greenhorn En- 
duro finisher —most recently on the very 
same XL175 that won the Comparison 
test (the article on the modifications 
carried out is upcoming, just like we 
said it would be in the test. Or did you 
skip over that part as you did almost 
everything else?). 

Also we have a former number one 
Expert trials rider, who is currently an 
Intermediate class motocrosser. If we 
can’t bring out flaws in the performance 
of a bike, then neither can 99 percent of 
the people who will buy that bike. 

We aren't the slightest bit afraid to 
get dirty. But most of our staff testing is 
done during weekdays when there aren't 
too many people out riding. And then 
there are the Sunday races. Maybe if we 
stayed back in the pack and ate dirt 
we’d look dirty enough for you, but, 
you see, we like the view better from 
the front of the pack. Sorry we can't 
oblige you. 

We won’t formally race you Alan, 
because if we did, then every other guy 
who thought he was fast would be 
crying at our doorstep for a duel. But if 
you go to Saddleback, or Indian Dunes, 
or Rawhide Park, or Carlsbad, or any 
other riding area and we're there, either 
riding personal machinery or testing a 
bike for the magazine, we'd be more 
than happy to bang handlebars with 
you. 

By the way, how are you going to 
race against us when your 1972 125 
Yamaha is in your garage, seized up like 
an arthritic elbow? Or is your bike just 
to the point where you consider it ready 
for a magazine road test? —Ed.

There are 
many large American corporations that 
maintain factories abroad and yet we 
still consider their products to be Amer- 
ican made. —Ed. 


SLIPPING A DISC ON 


A few words about what I feel is one 
of the best street bikes manufactured. I 
have previously owned four motorcy- 
cles, and have ridden for about ten 
years. My current steed, the topic of 
this letter, is a 1972 Triumph Trident 
which, after some 10,000 miles, has 
been relatively troublefree. 

I bought the bike used, with approxi- 
mately 3000 miles on the odometer, in 
April 1973. In June, I embarked on a 
3000-mile, three-week trip to Reno, Mt. 
Lassen, San Francisco, Santa Barbara, 
San Diego and back again. The trip was 
troublefree and at times fast/ The Tri- 
dent straightens curves, flattens hills and 
shortens trips. 

Last month I rode again to Santa 
Barbara via Las Vegas. This was done in 
one day—785 miles, 17 hours. Unfortu- 
nately, this trip did produce one prob- 
lem. In Baker, Calif., the oil tank 
developed a stress crack, and from there 
into Santa Barbara it was 40-45 mph to 
keep the oil from being regurgitated out 
the side of the tank. Once in Santa 
Barbara, I removed the oil tank and 
Redline Motorcycles welded it for a 
paltry $4.50. The tank has been tight 
ever since. 

The only real complaint I have with 
the bike is that there isn't enough brake 
for a bike of this’ size, weight and 
power. The later models seem to have 
cured the problem with a front disc. Do 
you, by any chance, know of any 
companies that manufacture subse- 
quent-installation front disc brake kits 
for my bike? 

With the exception of the existing 
braking system, which one learns to ride 
around, I couldn't ask for a better 
performing or handling bike than the 
Trident.

RING-A-DING CONVERT 


As long as I’m sending in the bucks 
for my next couple years’ subscription, 
thought I’d contribute a little info to 
“Feedback.” As a 39-year-old veteran of 
seven bikes (650 “TR, 250 BSA, 305 
Honda, 650 TR, XLCH and 350 Suzuki, 
in that order), I feel qualified to pass 
some comparative judgment on the 
Suzuki. 

After three years of ownership, I 
must say this is the most unsung, 
unheralded machine ever produced. In 
that time, not one single nut or bolt has 
come unsnug, let alone loose; no light 
bulbs have burned out; and nary a drop 
of oil has appeared anywhere—and this 
after 11,000 miles. 

Adjustments: Clutch once, front 
brake twice, rear every time the Japan- 
ese rubber band gets adjusted, carbs 
touched up a couple of times. Total 
maintenance replacements have been a 
battery, two sets of points, three or four 
sets of plugs. Tires and chain are the 
same ones that came on the bike, and 
the performance and appearance are as 
good as new or better. 

The only changes I’ve made to the 
bike are Betor shocks, a three-tooth- 
larger rear sprocket and narrow “drag” 
bars. These weren't really necessities, 
just changes to suit my wants. 

I inspected the brakes this past win- 
ter and, judging by their appearance, 
they'll last the lifetime of the machine. 
The rear tire’s tread depth measures the 
same as my friend's 350 Yam's, with 
3000 miles on it. 

The bike’s weak points are forks and 
shocks that aren't up to the ones on the 
English bikes I've had, although they are 
sufficient. There isn't much punch un- 
der 5000 rpm, though a dab or two on 
the faultless six-speed rectifies that in a 
hurry. Low-beam is too low, and the 
headlight adjustment is too vague, al- 
though the high-beam is excellent. Han- 
dling, tracking and cornering are. very 
good, though it doesn't “groove” 
through a bend like, say, a 350 Yam. 

Strong points: Everything previously 
mentioned, plus a few. It's smoother 
than any other 350 Twin or Single, 
period. I believe the machine is totally 
bulletproof. Running costs have been 
almost nil-50-55 mpg on premium, and 
600-1000 miles per quart of 30-weight 
Castrol, depending on usage. Eat your

BRIGHTER BULTACO LIGHT 


This letter is strictly for Bultaco 
Alpina riders, so all you motorized 
chopstick owners can stop right here. 
Good. Now that we've cut out all the 
hobbyhorse riders, we can get down to 
serious business. 

Since you own an Alpina, you know 
that you have one of the finest handling 
motorcycles in the world. Unfortu- 
nately, you also know that you have 


one of the worst electrical systems in 
the world, also. Are you tired of run- 
ning into trees at night? Tired of buying 
batteries for the flashlight that you 
taped to your handlebars? If so, then I 
have a solution that's simple and quite 
effective. 

First of all, go to your friendly 
neighborhood Yankee (or Ossa) dealer 
and ask him for a Yankee (or Pioneer) 
headlight. It's a nice little sealed beam 
unit that will drop right into your 
headlight shell. Unless you're going to 
solder the wires directly to the head- 
light, don't forget to stop at the auto- 
motive supply shop and pick up a 
standard three-wire headlight connector. 
While you're there, ask the guy for a 
GE1157 taillight bulb. I know it's a 
12-volt bulb; just take my word for it 
and buy one, okay? 

Take the whole shmear home and 
throw it in your bike, making sure that 
you don't forget to give the old Lucas 
unit a suitable farewell—a drop kick will 
suffice. The end result will be that your 
taillight will be slightly dimmer than 
usual, but headiight strength will almost 
triple. Cost of the conversion is about

FIRST, AND LAST(?), YAMAHA 
Seven months ago I was considering 


What it didn't have... 
held it all together... 
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what would be a good first bike for me. 
I had to take into account that I was a 
big 15-year-old-5 ft. 11% in., 170 
lb.—and that I had limited experience. 
Also, I knew that I would race in AMA 
district two, mostly scrambles, but also 
some motocross after attaining some 
talent. 

Originally, I ordered a Yamaha 
DT100A, but after much discussion 
with dealers and friends, I ordered the 
MX100A model instead. 

After riding for four months on my 
“screaming yellow zonker,” I only ran 
into minor problems. But that had to 
change. One day after riding for half an 
hour, it wouldn't restart after I stalled it 
to speak to a friend who rode by. 

Bringing it back to the dealer after 
ripping everything apart and not finding 
anything wrong, it still wouldn't start. 
The dealer split the cases and found 
“the worst torn-out crankshaft we've 
ever seen." 

After two months and eight races 
missed, I got my bike back for a mere 
140 bucks. 

It ran for a week, in which I was able 
to race once. Everything at the race was 
fine until I fouled a plug, which léad to 
a DNF. 

On the Monday following the race, I 
went riding fire roads with a friend. My 
bike just died during normal operation

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and I ended up walking it home...about 
ten miles. 

What was it this time? I figured that 
since the dealer did a job on the bike, I 
should tell him to fix it. I left it 
untouched. When they pulled the head, 
I should have gotten my camera and 
snapped a picture for “Slipstream.” As 
it turned out, a circlip got loose some- 
how and it was found sticking perpen- 
dicularly out of the head, and it was as 
straight as an arrow. This clip made a 
large groove in my barrel, piston and 
ring. 

Another 45 bucks and a week later, I 
had a bored out cylinder (fourth over), 
and the right oversized piston and ring 
all installed in my bike. After four hours 
riding time, the Yamaha died for the 
third time; so I took it back to the 
dealer once again. 

For the third time he told me, “It 
wasn’t our fault, and it wasn’t yours 
either.” Now he says a “foreign object” 
got through my stock air filter (J heard 
they were bad), and through my carb, 
into my cylinder, making a large groove. 
Since it is large, and since my barrel had 
already been bored out; they ordered a 
new cylinder, ring and piston (stock 
size). He said, ““You can just put that 
new oversize piston and ring in a box 
somewhere....” 

Pll get my bike back next week, 
providing I get up the cash, but I don't 
think Pll ride it. Maybe Pll sell it and 
buy a Honda Elsinore. What do all you 
foolish Yamaha riders have to say about 
that?

With America’s resources, 
leisure time, love of sporting 
competition and fascination 
with such things as motorcy- 
cles, we are developing riders 
at a rate unknown, even unat- 
tainable, in Europe. It’s a far 
cry already from just a short 
time ago when the American 
Motocross Team could just 
barely get an entry accepted 
for an event in Europe or 
England. It’s been nice to be 
a part of it. CYCLE WORLD 
will do something spectacular 
for the first World Champion. 
Can’t wait. 


ANDALISM is a crime. 

Complete disregard for 
other people's property is a 
crime. Just because the other 
people's property is an oil 
company or manufacturer's 
banner strung on a fence at a 
race, doesn't mean it belongs 
to whoever is quickest to rip 
it off. 

At the U.S. Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad, a couple of the 
spectators took their black 
art to an even higher degree 
by actually tearing down 
painted wooden blinders on 
the spectator bridges. They 
were caught and a real mix-up 
ensued when the people who 
own the signs tried to retrieve 
their property. 

Worse, the Hot Hats con- 
cession stand was selling 
T-shirts. Some klutz reached 
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in and grabbed a box of shirts 
and ran. The proprietor took 
off after him. Seeing him 
coming, the guy started 
throwing shirts to the crowd. 
The Hot Hats guy almost got 
beat up by the crowd for 
trying to retrieve his own 
property. It’s happening at 
almost every race. 

It won’t be long until no 
one will be putting up ban- 
ners and signs at races, no 
matter how much they need 
the advertising or how neat 
they make the track look. 
What the hell is happening to 
some people? 


F YOU were wondering 

why I mentioned that I 
thought the first World Moto- 
cross Champion would proba- 
bly be coming from the high 
school motocross programs in 
Southern California, it is be- 
cause this may well be the 
next form of interscholastic 
competition offered here. Al- 
though the idea is meeting 
with some opposition, educa- 


tors are beginning to realize 
something that gave enor- 
mous dissatisfaction to me 
and thousands of others in 
their prep school years; not 
all of us really get that en- 
thused about football, base- 
ball, basketball, etc. 


I didn’t care for any of 
those games using a ball in 
which the sporting emphasis 
was on team effort. I wanted 
to do it all by myself. Some 
educators might call these 
kids uncooperative, incorrigi- 
ble nonconformists. But the 
truth is that some guys just 
don’t get it off on a team 
playing with some dumb kind 
of a ball. To be penalized in 
school, as I was, because you 
won’t cooperate with the 
school jock and go out for 
one or another of the teams is 
just plain not fair or realistic. 


The movement in South- 
ern California seems to have 
begun at several schools 
among teachers who dig 
bikes. Huntington Beach High >| 
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is one of them. Bob Hill at 
Huntington Beach, and Tom 
Jacobson at Costa Mesa, CW’s 
neighbor hometown, both 
felt that a lot of students 
really don’t enjoy the “regu- 
lar" sports, but still like to 
compete and ride bikes. Hill 
was the unofficial advisor for 
the school’s motorcycle club 
and took on the job as coach 
of their motocross team. 

Although they operate 
without official sanction, 
they are competing at Orange 
County Raceway’s motocross 
track under the direction of 
Saddleback Park’s Vic Wilson. 
Several schools are doing the 
same thing, so a growing 
league of interscholastic mo- 
tocross teams is developing. 

During the intermission at 
the last Superbowl of Moto- 
cross, the “‘finals’’ were held. 
Young Marty Smith, fully 
sponsored by Honda, was the 
star. Riding 125cc bikes, the 
high-schoolers were almost 
the show’s scene-stealers. 

There are more than 160 
riders in the Newport/Costa 
Mesa Districts. They recently 
got approval for District sanc- 
tion of their events. Soon 
they expect approval from 
the C.I.F. as a fully-sanc- 
tioned interscholastic form of 
competition. 


HE BAJA 1000 is on. 

November 6, 7 and 8 are 
the dates. Things will be a 
little different this year. The 
race will not go to La Paz, as 
I feared. It will work its way 
from Ensenada, through the 
area around Mike’s Sky 
Ranch, down the center of 
the peninsula to el Arco, over 
to the Gulf Coast and up the 
Eastern side, ending near 
Mexicali. 

A fabulous race, of course, 
but eliminating the beauty of 
resting in La Paz. But from an 
economical viewpoint it will 
be better for the racers. Since 
it will finish not too far from 
where it began, it will ease 
the financial burdens of get- 
ting machines and crews to 
and from La Paz. It will also 
eliminate one of the best 
parts of the 1000. Sad. 

The Baja Racing Associa- 
tion will stage the race. They 
have the blessings of Gover- 
nor Milton Castellanos. I 
speculated that Micky 
Thompson’s SCORE might 
end up running the event, 
especially after his highly suc- 
cessful Baja 500 Internacion- 
ale in June. The Mexicans are 
guaranteeing a purse of 
$50,000 and there will be 
three classes for bikes. 

Cycle World will be there,

1000 for a time tend to forget about it because their thoughts 
eventually turn to vibration, or, in this case, the lack of it. 

It’s really neat to ride a big bore bike that isn’t much 
bothered with the annoyances of vibration. The Laverda isn’t 
bothered at all. The crank arrangement takes care of that 
problem, eliminating the need for contrarotating weights, as 
well. A slight lope at idle and slow speeds, kind of like a 
Norton's, is the only indication you have that the engine is 
running at all. 

Laverda took time when they developed the 1000. It shows 
when you ride and it shows when you dismantle the engine for 
a look inside. In a way, the top end of the Three is similar to a 
ZVs, since valve adjustment is accomplished by a choice of 
different thickness spacers placed under the cam lobe. In this 
instance, shims are placed under a cup that covers the valve 
and spring. The cup is relieved underneath to accept the shim. 
Due to the large diameter of the cam drive gears and their 
close proximity to one another, it's not necessary, as it is with 
the Z1, to use an idler gear to keep the cam chain running 
true. 

Gas and air headed for the cylinders is mixed in three 
32mm Dell'Orto carburetors. These are designed with accelera- 
tor pumps to aid fuel flow and low-speed response. While these 
units are an improvement over standard square slide 
Dell'Ortos, they still have a way to go to equal the 
performance of a Mikuni. 

The biggest disadvantage with them is in the movement of 
the slide. Travel is excessive, requiring at least two handfuls of 
throttle before the slides are fully opened. And once the slide 
is open on a cruise setting, it requires a strong right arm to 
hold it there. Stuck slides, however, should be impossible with 
such heavy return springs. 

Bosh electrics supply spark for the ignition on the 1000. 
Instead of points, the Laverda sports a pointless ET (energy 
transfer) magneto. Spark is there in abundance, even in the 
worst conditions. This is important, since the Laverda isn't 
equipped with a kickstarter lever, not that this is bad, as long 
as the battery is properly maintained. Besides, the big Three 
would take a lot of effort to kick through. 

The power half of the engine is coupled to the transmission 
by a triplex chain, due to the space required to house an 
enormous clutch and electric starter. To allow clearance for 
these it was impossible to gear drive the transmission. With 
Laverda's arrangement, the countershaft sprocket is located on 
the mainshaft of the transmission. This is common practice 
with most bikes using a primary chain. 

Inside the transmission, the shifter drum isn't a drum at all. 
Instead, it's a semicircular device that has grooves cut in the 
top. Three shifter forks ride in the grooves. The rest of the 
mechanism functions normally. The drum is gear-driven, 
making the shifts through all five gears positive and effortless. 

Because of the smooth power pulses of the Three, Laverda 
feels that a 5/8 x 3/8 drive chain is sufficient for driving the 
wheel. 

With the exception of cleaning the washable oil filter, 
servicing should be a snap. Filter removal requires removal of 
the exhaust pipes. Luckily this isn't required for every oil 
change or it would get old real quick. 

Frame wise, the tubes that hold the Laverda together, do so 
satisfactorily. The engine is attached in a conventional double 
cradle arrangement, amply braced by a sturdy single top tube 
that is approximately two inches in diameter. Attachment of 
the steering head post to the frame is well done; it's 
triangulated to insure against flex. We only wish that another 
material besides heavy gauge steel was chosen. Flexing can be 
kept to a minimum with the use of any material if enough is» 
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used, and weight savings can be considerable. The rest of the 
unit is just as well supported and is therefore not prone to 
cause any undue surprises when cornering. 

Besides being strong, the Laverda is tucked in well for 
cornering. Nothing on the frame drags the ground when 
pushing hard. Even the centerstand is out of the way and easy 
to use. 

Complementing the power and handling are Dunlop 
4.10-18 tires that, in traction and profile, are the closest thing 
to road racing skins we have seen for street use. Even with the 
good traction, you can expect 8-10,000 miles before replace- 
ment is necessary. 

Slow-speed handling is somewhat sluggish. We attribute this 
to the preload put on the taper bearings in the steering head. 
Once above 10-15 mph, this sensation disappears. At speed, 
the front end holds the road well and has no tendency to 
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wander, even when pavement is rough. 

As is to be expected, suspension components are a bit on 
the firm side. This is one clue to the intended use of this 
sportster. Both spring rate and damping are well-suited to the 
cafe type of riding. Any length of time in a straight line causes 
some discomfort to the tailbone, but what doesn't short of a 
Harley 74? 

The rear dampers are adjustable to five different preload 
positions. This range of adjustment was satisfactory for all the 
conditions we encountered. : 

One important aspect of performance is deceleration, and 
when it becomes necessary to stop, the Laverda can do it with 
the best of them. At the rear is a huge drum with a diameter of 
9.05 in. and a shoe width of 1.18 in. Add to these dimensions: 
the fact that it’s a double leading shoe stopper, and you have a 
brake that is as large or larger than front brakes fitted to some 
road bikes. Because of the size, we feel this brake is on the 
verge of being overly sensitive. Really, a road racer couldn’t 
ask for more. 

Early Threes came with a two-panel, double leading shoe 
front brake. It had the same dimensions as the rear, except 
that there were two of them. Needless to say, there was just as 
much or more brake than traction. 

Now, Laverda Threes come with a dual disc set-up that is, 
believe it or not, better than the drum predecessor. Slightly - 
more lever pressure than expected is required to slow the big + 
bike, but once applied, stopping is rapid, without any fade at 
all. 

The old world craftsmanship that we talked about earlier is 
still evident on the Laverda. The only thing we could point a 
disapproving finger at was the orange peel texture of the paint 
on the large five-gallon fuel tank. 

Welds are nearly perfect. They look as though they were 
done by a custom frame builder and they probably were. 
Castings are a little rough for some ‘peoples tastes, but we 
found their appearance to our liking. i 

Both the tachometer and speedometer are of Japanese 
manufacture, made by none other than ND, the firm that 
creates instruments for Honda, among others. 

Handlebars are really unique. They not only swivel in their 
mounts atop the triple clamp, but also have an additional pivot 
point near the top of their rise on each side. By fiddling with 
these three points, anyone can come up with a configuration 
with the right feel for him. 

As a final touch, the 18-in. alloy rims are polished, as is the 
center portion of the rear hub. Fenders are simple in shape and 
are chromed in the classic roadster tradition. 

At 500 Ib., the Laverda is a tad overweight, but the power 
is there to pull it and it is one of the smoothest roadsters on, 
the highway. Handling is there too and, as a bonus, nothing 
drags through the turns. 

The Laverda 1000, then, is quite a bike...a bike that is able 
to keep pace in a field that is literally improving by leaps and 
bounds. 

Unfortunately, this effort by Laverda will, for the most 
part, go unnoticed by the majority of the motorcycling public. 
For one thing, Japanese multis dominate the showrooms in 
every city, in every state. Laverdas are very rare indeed. 
Japanese multis are built within a cost range and are priced to 
move quickly. Laverdas are built to last and are priced 
accordingly (price in the U.S. is estimated at $3400). So 
Laverda cannot compete in the marketplace. Period. 

The Laverda 1000cc Three, then, is a machine for the 
connoisseur, not the masses! It's a machine for the man who 
not only can afford to own something unique, but who 
demands it. Q]

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day night with a short track in 

aterford, Connecticut. For others, 
activities commenced Friday morning— 
which makes it a short weekend indeed, 
what with a Novice race, a Junior race, a 
250cc Combined event and the Expert 
National. 

But regardless of when it started, this 
was a Loudon weekend that will never 
be again. There were the crowds along 
route 106, camping it up, and the 
motorcycle gangs in high drag, their oily 
denims reeking of a mixture of grease 
and grass, their hands somehow never 
empty of beer. Then there were the 
New Hampshire State Police and others 
drawn in from the entire New England 
region on a cooperative basis, reinforced 
by the National Guard, playing the 
tough-guy routine to the hilt. 

If one saw something that he wanted 
to check out, he stopped and got on the 
radio, but he wouldn’t leave his car until 
20 more like it, containing policemen in 
full riot gear, had come to back him up. 
And the bulk of the crowd, spectators 
to the end, came to grow a weekend’s 
worth of beard, and were cowed and 
awed by the presence of the outlaws 
and the cops: But they were determined 
to stand and watch, no matter what. All 
of this is never to be again. If you 
missed. it this year, you missed it 
forever. , 

Why? Because this was the last year 
of the promoting group's 10-year con- 
tract with Keith Bryar for the use of 
Bryar Motorsport Park, and most mem- 
bers of the New England Motorcycle 
Dealers Association are not keen on 
renewing it. The dealers pay rent 
($6000) to Bryar, but all they get for 
income is what comes through the front 
gate; Keith gets the entire amount from 
grandstand ticket sales, and a healthy 
kickback from the concessions. 

The dealers are concerned that the 
spectators are being ripped off by these 
extra charges. And amid rumors of a

new five-year contract at double the 
rent, come reports that some of the 
old-line dealers who have been doing all 
of the physical work of running the 
event, have refused to continue, due to 
a personality conflict within the dealer 
organization. 

So much for politics. What it's really 
all about is the racing, and that's what 
makes all the rest of it worth putting up 
with. 

Skip Aksland let it be known before 
the Novice race that he had it dialed in. 
And from his performance in the heats, 
it seemed that he did. He led the second 
heat all the way, with Dale Singleton 
closing only near the end. The first heat 
had been won by: Connecticut unknown 
Dave Roper, after early leader John 
Volkman dropped to 3rd. Volkman had 
to contend with Chuck Jordan while 
leading the affair, and that makes John 
very nervous indeed. Jordan finally fell, 
but not before thoroughly shaking 
Volkman's valor. Cliff Guild Jr. showed 
some promise in that heat, also, as he 
started dead last and finished 6th. 

In the Novice final, Aksland took the 
lead, but about a quarter of the way 
through the race, another Connecticut 
unknown, Richard Schlacter, riding an 
old, obsolete, air-cooled Yamaha, ran by 
Singleton and Aksland both, to take 
first and hold it until the halfway point. 
Sparks were flying from under his ma- 





chine as he scraped fairing, pegs and 
pipes, and you knew it couldn't last, but 
he was riding the hell out of that old 
air-cooled. 

But at the halfway point, Singleton, 
a Georgia native sponsored by the Balti- 
more County Trail Riders—if you can 
dig on that—had taken the lead. Unlike 
Atlanta, where Singleton had the lead, 
and backed off as he approached the 
checkered flag, certain of victory, here 
he held it on all the way. “The thing 
about road racing is you don't know 
where the 2nd-place guy is," he con- 
fided. Dale had dropped one jet size just 
before the race, and that proved to be 
the right move. Aksland copped 2nd, 
while yet another unheralded Connecti- 
cut Yankee, Dennis Phelan, got 3rd. 
That relegated Altanta winner Volkman 
to 4th. 

The history-making race of races at 
Loudon on this particular weekend was 
the 250cc Combined, won by-dare I 
say it-Gary Scott. Gary Scott? He's a 
dirt racer. He doesn't win road races. 
Most people don't recall ever seeing 
Gary on a 250 before. Even Dick 
O'Brien, Harley-Davidson's racing chief, 
said that Gary had no 250cc racing 
experience. But he has, folks. Deep in 
the annals of time, several years ago, 
Gary rode Yamahas for Don Vesco...and 
he had a 350, too. And Gary's ride at 
Loudon last year on that big Triumph 
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was pretty impressive-if you can be 
impressed by somebody who has no 
chance of winning. 

Yes, folks, Gary Scott isa road racer. 
But where did he, a factory H-D rider, 
get the machine to prove it? Harley- 


Davidson's Italian factory has been 
building and selling (in Europe), these 
quick little 250 and 350cc water- 
pumpers for a couple of years now, but 
this was the first race at which the 250s 
were legal in the U.S. Pit wags like to 
compare the bike to the Yamaha TD2B 
because it shares that machine’s over- 
square bore and stroke dimension, while 
the new Yammies are of a square 
configuration. 

But the Harley-Davidson has some 
really neat things going for it—especially 
as far as the privateer is concerned— 
since it was designed from the ground 
up as a racer. First, there are two 
separate cylinder barrels; zing one and 
you don't have to buy both. Second, 
the transmission can be worked on—to 
change internal ratios, for instance— 
without splitting the cases or getting 
into the engine. Third, it's lighter than 
the Yamaha. The two-piece cylinder 
head allows better cooling, at least 
theoretically, and chain adjustment is 
accomplished at the front, as on many 
specialty motocross frames. 

Scott and Mark Brelsford, with some 
quick practice times on Friday, first

gave notice that the new Harley tiddlers 
were in the hunt. Gary’s bike had been 
in the country for some time and had 
been worked on a bit. Mark’s bike was 
painfully stockish. Differences between 
the bikes were great. Gary’s bike had a 
cobbled Honda front brake, while 
Mark’s had the new production Scarab 
disc set-up. Gary’s also had a different 
triple clamp and handlebars that tended 
to reduce the feeling of oversteer and 
made the two-stroke feel more like the 
big bikes. According to Gary, just the 
bars alone made a big difference. 

Right from the drop of the green flag 
it was Scott's race, sort of. The major 
unknown was Gary Nixon on his Ed 
Fisher Yamaha. Four of this country’s 
top road racers scooted to the early 
leading pack, but after the second lap 
that became three of the country's 
leading racers, as Gary Nixon dove 
around Kenny Roberts on the outside, 
only to raise his arm and coast across 
the track into the pits with a sheared 
rear chain. Werner Kuhn, Fisher’s 
wrench (at the time), admitted that it 
was his fault. He had put a new chain on 
Gary Fisher’s bike, but not on Nixon’s. 


So, for the remainder of the race, the 
only contenders were Ron Pierce, 


Kenny Roberts and Gary Scott. Pierce 


was running stock brakes, and had none 
at all after the third lap. Nixon would 
likely have faced the same problem had 
he not broken, as he complained about 
the stock brakes on his bike even in the 
short distance he did ride. Roberts had a 
dual disc set-up that should have pro- 
vided plenty of braking, but while he 
did forge to the front briefly—oh so 
briefly-in the early stages, Scott as- 
sumed the lead again and just inexora- 
bly extended it. 

There were some who said that Jim 
Evans had cut the fastest lap in the 250 
race in his late laps charge to 4th place. 
Gary Fisher had held what appeared to 
be a secure 4th, but received no pit 
signals that Evans, on his Boston Cycles 
Yamaha, was closing on Gary’s black 
250. Evans had insisted on a very low 
rear brake pedal when his mechanic was 
setting up the bike. He hit the pedal on 
the pavement, and bent it around to 
where he had to learn to ride without a 
rear brake. He also hurt his knee a bit in 
the same incident, and the combination 
slowed him down some in the mid 
stages. 

It was pretty much a foregone con- 
clusion that Gary Nixon would win the 
big-bore race if the machinery held 
together. He had cut some obviously 
fast practice times on Friday, riding the 
Erv Kanemoto special that had crashed 
in practice at Road Atlanta. A check 
showed the special triple clamp to have 
been bent, so they straightened and 
remachined that; the rest of the bike 
was judged to be okay. Erv felt that 
power would be a distinct disadvantage 
here if it rained, and we joked a bit 
about Gary Scott pulling the double 
with his nice, easy-to-ride Harley. 

But while Erv never expresses any- 
thing like supreme confidence before a 
race, pit wags didn't really give anybody 
else much chance of beating Gary. In 
nine previous races at this track, Gary 
had won three, plus a 250 race or two. 
That kind of record indicates a fair 
knowledge of the course, plus a scratch- 


ers heart and soul. That combination, . 


coupled with a tuner like Erv, will have 
the rest of the field fighting over 2nd 
place every time. . 

In an unintentional effort to help 
Gary along, Kenny Roberts, who felt 
that his number one bike was wobbling, 
resorted to his spare, complete with the 
stock exhaust system. This weekend 
proved to be doubly disappointing for 
Kenny. 3 

Steve Baker and Roberts jetted to 
the early lead in the first heat, but 
Nixon took over on the second lap and 
rode the Suzuki to victory quickly. 
Much more quickly, in fact, than he 


` should have. They had shortened the 


heats from 20 miles to only eight in an 
effort to get the show over before rain> 
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set in. This would prove significant later 
(due to the 60 percent completion rule). 

Romero took the early lead in the 
second heat, but Hurley Wilvert latched 
onto his Kawasaki’s throttle in a death 
grip, and took over to win. Jim Evans 
grabbed 2nd and Steve McLaughlin 3rd, 
as Romero dropped to 4th. 

In the hunt was Cliff Carr, but 
cresting the back hill he reached up to 
grab a tear-off face shield, and with one 
hand on the bars when the front end got 
light, he became confused and grabbed 
the front brake, which naturally locked 
up when the front wheel regained trac- 
tion. Instant endo the hard way. 

The Expert semi was eliminated to 
save time. Junior heats, however, were 
held to give the Experts time to prepare 
for the biggy. Pat Hennen led the early 
heat at first, with Pee Wee Gleason 2nd. 
Gleason was riding his 250cc machine 
with the 350cc barrels and pipes. He 
didn't have the 350cc internal gearing, 
but presumably was able to compensate 
with secondary gearing.. 
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For a time on Monday (when the National 
was resumed after the rain), Roberts (Yam) 
chased the Suzuki of Gary Nixon. Nixon 
eventually pulled away for an easy win. 





Atlanta winner Larry Bleil passed Pee 
Wee, but Hennen was running a new 
tubeless tire, and pulled into the pit, 
thinking it had gone flat. Since it was 
only soft on the bottom, he came back 
out immediately, looking to scuff the 
tire in at lower speeds. His sponsor later 
said it wasn't even soft. That left Bleil 
an easy win. Gleason, on the little bike, 
ran the heat faster than the second heat 
winner. That put him second on the 
front row. 

Wes Cooley won the second heat, 
Randy Cleek was 2nd and—you won't 
believe this-Justus Taylor 3rd, on an 
unfaired BMW. Make that a close 3rd. 
Taylor had crashed his 250 rather vio- 
lently and rode it on Saturday without a 
fairing after hasty repairs were made. 

Next they gridded the Experts, al- 
lowing them to take a warm-up lap for 
their tires if they so desired. They 
would regrid and start a three-minute 
countdown after the warm-up lap. Phil 
McDonald was in trouble, leaking what 
appeared to be gasoline onto the track. 
Kurt Liebmann spotted it and pointed it 
out to the officials. It turned out to be 
water from a leaky hose. He was pulled 
off. 

Hurley Wilvert's bike quit on the line 
and wouldn't restart. He was pulled off, 
too, with whàt turned out to be a major 
problem in the center cylinder. Kawa- 
saki's best placer in the heats was out of 
the final before it started. 

The flag dropped and the famous red 
Yamaha of Whooo? Steve Baker in the 
lead? That skinny little U.S. citizen who

rides for the Canadian factory team? 
Man, he jetted to the lead from the 
second row as though he owned it. He's 
been around for a long while, and the 
stories of his getting in somebody's way 
haven't been heard of late, but who 
would expect him to rocket away from 
Roberts and Nixon like that? Going 
very slowly off the line was Yvon 
DuHamel. Because of rain, the event 
was red-flagged on the first lap. 

Everybody I talked to felt that the 
race should have been continued, ex- 
cept, of course, the officials. Two riders 
gained substantially from the restart. 
Yvon DuHamel's mechanic discovered a 
stuck float and fixed it, while Phil 
McDonald replaced his water hose. 

Off the line and around the first lap, 
it was Baker, Roberts, Nixon, McLaugh- 
lin, Romero, Aldana, Evans and Gary 
Scott. DuHamel moved up among the 
leaders on the second lap, and the third 
lap set the stage for the quote of the 
weekend. By this time it was Roberts, 
followed by a tight dice between 
Romero and Nixon, then Aldana, Baker, 
DuHamel, Evans, Scott, McLaughlin, 
Mike Clarke, Pierce, Smart and Long 
together, then Baumann and Fisher to- 
gether, then Billy Labrie and a whole 
slew of others too close together to 
identify. 

On the fourth lap, DuHamel made a 
move to get by Steve Baker in the last 
turn. What he did was to dive inside and 
tap Steve, like Scott had done to so 
many riders in the 250 race. Only Yvon 
did it harder and Steve went down. 
When someone asked him later just how 

















he’d managed to get off, Steve quickly 
rejoined, “I slipped on a frog.” 

Meanwhile, on the fifth lap, Romero 
had taken the lead from his teammate. 
A lap later, Nixon, too, had passed 
Roberts and, by the seventh lap, 
DuHamel had gotten by the champ, 
who was in serious danger of losing even 
4th spot to that famous Mexican jump- 
ing bean, Dave Aldana. By lap 10 Nixon 
had passed Romero and the top five 
slots-Nixon, Romero, DuHamel, Rob- 
erts and Aldana—had pulled a large lead 
on Jim Evans, Gary Scott and Art 
Baumann. 

On the 15th lap, Baumann crashed 
hard at the start line, after grounding 
the bike and tackling a haybale. Evans 
was sitting in turn two with a massively 
blown gearbox. The ambulance crew 
came to Baumann's aid, blocking the 
very fastest line on the front straight, 
and officials red-flagged the race. 

Everybody took advantage of the 
delay to add gas, install face shield 
wipers on the backs of their gloves, or 
do minor repairs. Johnny Long had 
sucked a base gasket, so the bike 
“sounded like his old Zundapp.” Before 
they could get the show back on the 
road, it started raining. Then the fun 
really started. The race was postponed 
until 10:30 Monday morning. 

Monday’s weather was uncertain, but 
there was little reason to suspect that it 
would be any better than Sunday’s. Mel 
Dinesen, who pulled the weekend’s big 
boner on Saturday morning by trying to 
push off the TZ700 with the caps still 
on the carbs (they wondered why the 
rear wheel wouldn’t turn after a couple 
of brief reports out of the pipes), had a 
simple solution. “If it rains, we'll pull 
the two outside plugs and have a 350

Single." *Torquey mother," intoned his 
rider, Steve McLaughlin. But most of 
the guys couldn't find anything to joke 
about. 

Baumann was back at the track 
Monday morning. “What happened, 
Art?” 

“I got hit with a pile driver last 
night.” 

“What kind of damage did you do to 
yourself?” 

“Just shortened my body....” 

Actually, he had a bandaged hand 
and a few stitches, bruises and abrasions 
from his knee to his shoulder. But after 
the pain pills wore off, he wasn't in too 
bad a shape. The appointed hour for the 
race came and went, with the skies still 
pouring out liquid sunshine, and no 
action from the officials. 

Finally they called a riders” meeting, 
specifically excluding members of the 
press, sponsors and mechanics. When 
they found it difficult to enforce that 
order, they moved the meeting inside a 
nearby refreshment stand and took a 
roll call, admitting the riders only as 
their names were called. A few of us 
found an urgent need to use the mens 
room in the back of the stand, but the 
pit steward, who seemed to enjoy play- 
ing the role of enforcer, kicked us out. 

What happened was this. The pro- 
moter had refused to pay the purse 
unless the 60 percent of the race called 
for in the rule book was completed. 
Since the “event” in this case would 
include the heat races, shortening them 


meant that more of the final would have 
to be completed. The AMA plan, which 
Charlie Watson was laying on the riders, 
involved paying the riders from Sun- 
day’s positions, and running another 15 
laps to complete the required 60 per- 
cent. It would, in effect, be a parade. 

Irrespective of the plan, the AMA has 
a rule, often used in dirt tracking, that 
would disqualify Baumann, since he was 
the cause of the red flag. But the riders 
got together and decided that Art 
should get some money out of this. So 
he showed up on the line on Gary 
Nixon’s 250 Yamaha, wearing Hurley 
Wilvert’s leathers. Roxy Rockwood de- 
scribed the bike as an “official blue and 
white Kawasaki team entry.’ This had 
all the riders chuckling, since the bike 
was red and white. Many other riders 
gridded on their spares or their 250s. 
Afterall, why run the race bike for a 
slow parade? 

In all fairness to the AMA, the 
problem seemed to hinge on the pro- 
moter’s insistence that they run to the 
letter of their contract and, as Charlie 
said, it was either this or nothing. 

In the afternoon, the sun came out 
briefly, and the promoter came up to 
Charlie again, just as Charlie was discuss- 
ing the prospect of holding a race-race 
with all of the entrants. The promoter 
wanted them to announce that the 
Juniors would run, too. Charlie's pa- 
tience had worn thin. The promoter 
tried to placate Charlie. “I understand, 
Charlie. I don't want to dictate to you.” 
Funny, that's exactly what he’d been 
doing all day. 

Charlie still wanted to run the pa- 
rade, since that was what they had 
decided on. He was ready to do it, 
simply on the basis of a gentlemens 
agreement between the 20 top riders. 
Kenny Roberts felt that they couldn't 
hold a parade without a written agree- 
ment, signed by everybody, including 
the 12 riders who would be cut. Charlie 
looked up at the bright blue sky and 
said, “But right now, I can't get them to 
sign.” Finally, at 11:45, they decided to 
restart a race-race at 12:30 from the day 
before’s positions, conditions permit- 
ting. The Junior final would be run 
afterward. The crowd cheered when 
informed of this decision. (The “crowd” 
being a ghost of Sunday’s turnout, of 
course.) They cheered again when in- 
formed that the Juniors would ride. 

They held a short practice session 
and Nixon just couldn't manage to look 
pumped. The start was to be based on 
race positions as of a lap before the red 
flag, not the positions in which they had 
crossed the line. Due to lapped riders, 
the two are different. This means that 
all riders would lose the cushion they 
had built over the next rider. Riders 
would be lined up in a staggered forma- 
tion and waved off with one flag, with

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much to compare. One was good in its day, the other is good 
. today. And today, the word is FAST. 

We should mention that toward the end of our test, we did 
experience some clutch slippage, which was particularly bad 
when power shifting. But until the unit began misbehaving, the 
Phantom. could pull the YZM Yamaha that we tested last 
month. Half a bike length out of the hole, it held that lead 
going into fifth. When the Ossa was going into fifth, the YZM 
was peaked in fifth. Good-bye. 

The chassis, which follows established Ossa practice, is a 
double cradle unit made from mild steel. The swinging arm is 
made from aluminum alloy. We heard rumors that Ossa had 
‚tremendous problems with swinging arm flex on the first 
prototypes that John Banks raced for them. We noticed no 
such nasty habits, and must compliment Ossa on having an 
exceptionally sturdy rear fork. Apparently, the early models 
had steel swinging arms rather than the aluminum ones. 

The seat is tops for comfort. It's heavily padded, wide and 
long enough to allow riders of varying sizes to fit comfortably 
on the bike. 

Suspension is by Betor. We liked the front forks. We didn't 
fall in love with them, we just liked them. They could be 
better. The problem was only a mild one, but there was 
noticeable harshness upon compression. We hoped that they 
would eventually break in and loosen up, but they didn't. 
Rebound damping was perfect, so we decided not to change 
the fork oil. We'd rather put up with a little harshness than 
have a front end that pogos around. 

The rear shocks were surprising. While they couldn't hit the 
really bad potholes like the YZM's monoshock could, that is, 
smoothly, they were capable of going through the less serious 
stuff just as well. They look to be short on travel, but what 
they do have is so well controlled by damping, that you really 





don't miss the extra half-inch of movement. The progressive 
60/90 springs have five preload positions. 

Handling is quick. Too quick for a bike with this much 
power. The geometry isn't bad. In fact, we like the way the 
Phantom steers, but if you couple the tight-line geometry with 
a mere 54.5-in. wheelbase, you're riding an overpowered 125. 
And that means that at full-blown racing speeds, you'd better 
be concentrating with every brain cell or you'll get to find out 
just how good those leathers you bought are. Fortunately, it 
isn't a constant battle. You don't have to fight the Ossa all the 
time. It races along smoothly lap after lap and it waits until 
you think you have mastered it. Then it Bozos you onto your 
rump, leaving you to figure out what it was you hit. 

Part of the problem is the Pirelli tires. The front one won't 
stick well on hard, dry surfaces. And the rear one won't stick 
at all. Boogie along through a fast sweeper where the ground is 
moist, hit a small dry spot, and you're guaranteed to go down. 
For California racers, a change of knobbies is almost manda- 
tory. Others will have to decide for themselves based on local 
track conditions. 

The Phantom steers perfectly when the track is right, 
though. It can do it all. Inside line under everyone else, over 
the top and square it off, or just come in where there's room, 
and leave the same way, regardless of line. This ability to 
outsteer much of the competition makes the Ossa the bike to 
have on a tight, twisty circuit. 

Braking is good, particularly in the rear, which really helps 
in setting the bike up for a corner. Stuff it in, screw it on and 
lean forward. You don't have to lean forward for steering 
purposes like you do on an Elsinore, but rather to keep the 
front end down. The short wheelbase and the 4.50 rear tire 
make body positioning very important when accelerating in 
the first four gears. You can even get the front wheel up in 
fifth, but that takes extra effort on the part of the rider. Up 
through fourth, the bike does it all by itself. 

Flywheel effect is the cause of all this monowheeling 
tendency. It dampens the power impulses and delivers the 
horses to the ground. This is what makes the Phantom move. 
It gets its power to the ground. 

This is also what makes the Ossa such a joy to play on. The 
porting inside the 72mm x 60mm cylinder is mild enough to 
allow the engine to pull at low rpm. Couple this to the 
flywheel, and you can imagine why this bike can be plonked 
around at speeds reminiscent of those of the old Pioneer 
enduro bike. Ossa has realized that this will make the bike 
appealing to the woods set, so they have attempted to protect 
the low-slung exhaust pipe by welding a steel rod all along the 
underside. A nice touch. 

We didn't believe the weight specs on the Phantom when 
we first got our press release kits on the new Ossa line. No one 
could build a production motorcycle that weighed 197 Ib. and 
then sell it for under $1400. But they did just that. Our test 
bike weighed in at exactly 197 Ib., dry. Frightening. 

A few more details on the bike. Some nice, others not so 
nice. The ridgeless Akront rims are great. The brake pedal and 
the shift lever are aluminum and tuck right in. The footpegs 
should be spring-loaded. The grips would make good BB gun 
targets, as would the 72-degree Amal plastic quick throttle. 

Levers are aluminum and sport leather grit covers to keep 
junk out of the cables. Rather than being side panels to an air 
box, the number plates are actually part of the airbox and, 
therefore, run inside the frame tubes where they can't be 
rubbed raw by your boots. The muffler looks like a WW II 
German shrapnel grenade, but it works. 

One change that we'd like to see implemented right away is 
a different kickstarter. The one on the Phantom will hook >

right into the top of your boot when you put your foot down 
to corner left. Now, if it’s hooked in there and you go down, 
you'll have a gash in your leg that'll have to be stitched up in 
layers. 

Also, the detent spring at the kickstarter pivot is not strong 
enough, considering the length of the lever and the leverage it 
has at its disposal as you bounce around the track. The lever 
will swing out at the most inopportune times, like on the last

lap of a moto, when you’ve just stuffed it inside of the leader 
and are about to take all his hard work away from him. You 
can’t get your foot back on the peg to shift because that 
%*@7!$+* kickstarter is in your way. Kiss victory adios. 

The Ossa Phantom is much like the rest. It's light 
(incredibly so), it handles well, albeit quickly; it has all the 
goodies and a few bummers. It doesn't come close to being the 
racing machine that the Yamaha YZM is, but we kinda wish 
we had a YZM with a Phantom engine. Sounds like a great 
combination. 

But when is all of this going to stop? When will all of these 
manufacturers quit making these lightweight lightning streaks, 
like the Ossa Phantom, that make it so difficult to choose a 
motocrosser in the under-$1500 bracket? Never, we hope.

Mr. Wolsink leads on the yellow

E FELT pretty confident that 
there were only four riders to 
watch out for at Carlsbad this 


year. Naturally, Roger DeCoster would 
be there giving his all in quest of his 
fourth consecutive World Champion- 
ship, a feat that no one has ever 
accomplished. Roger and his Suzuki 
would probably be the crowd favorite, 
since, as World Champion, his name and 
face are well-known, as are his modesty 
and his blazing two-wheel attack. 

Husqvarna was countering with the 
current G.P. points leader, Heikki Mik- 
kola. Heikki is a transplanted 250cc 
rider who had to wait until 500cc 
Husky riders Bengt Aberg and Arne 
Kring either went to another factory to 
ride or were just plain over the hill, 
before he could get into the big-bore 
class. Mikkola's intense blue eyes could 
be clearly seen through his goggles as he 
raced, concentrating each millisecond 
on the next foot of track surface. His 
Jofa covered a short goatee which, along 
with the Finn's glistening blond hair, 
makes him look like the last of the mad 
Nordsmen. 

When Jim Pomeroy stepped off the 
plane in L.A., he told Bultaco rep Mike 
Hannon, “I’ve come to win Carlsbad." 
Jim, bothered by everything from igni- 
tion failures to busted gearboxes, has 
been having a disappointing season in 
Europe. But when he has had a weekend 
off, he has been racing in some 500cc 
non-point events to stay in shape. Just 
before coming back from Europe, Pom- 
eroy had won a big 500cc race, defeat- 
ing none other than Mikkola himself. 
His head was right, but was his bike 
right? If so, he could walk away with 
the event as easily as anyone. 

Husky's second hope rode on the 
shoulders of Brad Lackey. Bad Brad, 
returning from his second season on the 
G.P. scene— where his Kawasaki ride last

year netted him 13th place overall—has 
really changed. No longer is he easy to 
spot on the track because of his wild 
antics and scary techniques. He looks 
much slower than before, but his 
smoothness makes his true speed decep- 
tive. Never an unnecessary lofting of the 
front end, never a wasted roostertail, 
and never a cross-up. In the pits he’s still 
the same old Brad, but behind his race 
face, he's become another person. 

These were the riders we. felt confi- 
dent in. And we had good reason to feel 
confident. A few weeks before we had 
chosen Jaroslav Falta and Roger DeCos- 
ter to finish 1-2 at the Superbowl. For 
Carlsbad we figured on less than win- 
ning performances from Adolf Weil 
(Mai), who does not like the track and 
has never done well on it; Willi Bauer 
(Mai) who is said to be out of top 
physical shape; and Gerrit Wolsink, who 
did poorly at the Superbowl. But what 
we forgot to figure in is that the 
Superbowl is a 250cc event, and Wol- 
sink is a big dude, the kind of guy who 
thrives on horsepower, the kind of 
horsepower that his 370cc Suzuki 
delivers. 

If betting were legal in this state, 
we'd have lost at Carlsbad all the money 
we'd have won at the L.A. event, 
because the bespectacled, moptop 
Dutchman went out and did a job on 
the troops. 

Gerrit looks awkward aboard a mo- 
torcycle. Jaak Van Velthoven has been 
called the biggest of the G.P. riders, but 
that title really belongs to Wolsink. Jaak 
is taller, but Gerrit is much larger. And 
when he sets his carcass on that Suzuki, 
it looks like Smokey the Bear going for 
a ride. Because of this awkward appear- 
ance, and the fact that Wolsink is very 
unspectacular when he rides, you'd 
swear that the neighborhood hotshoe 
could run him over, given half a chance. 
He fooled us, the crowd and many 
racers, but he did not fool the top 
riders. 

“Watch Gerrit today. He is fast,” said 
Heikki Mikkola. Then the Suzuki 
mechanic mentioned that “Wolsink is 
really looking forward to the race today 
because he did so poorly at the Coli- 
seum. He was riding an unfamiliar 250 
and what he told us about the way it 
handled, it was pretty bad. He is really 
psyched.” 

The event, run under the eye of the 
AMA, really got off to a bum start. 
While the first 250cc Support moto 
warmed up on the starting line, a group 
of local racers paraded around the track, 
each carrying the flag of one of the 
countries that had riders competing. But 
before all of these youngsters could get 
completely around the track, someone 
dumped the starting gate and a crazed

Ride a CZ to work? 
It's better than the bus!

there was a trend going on that had 
people changing almost any kind 
of motorcycle they owned into some- 
thing that could be ridden in the dirt: 
"Whut yuh do is, yuh git a hammer, 
a piece uh pipe, a cressunt wrinch, a 
hacksaw an' a screwdriver. Some wire 
an' a roll uh racer's tape an' a little bit 
uh that sticky yella stuff that comes ina 
tube'll probly help too. Now set that 
thar bike on the stand an' flat git to it! 
Unscrew the front and back lights 
from the brackets an’ cut the whole 
wirey mess away from the frame. Next

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thing is to bob the rear fender. Scratch a 
mark across it right above where the tail 
light used to be so’s you know where to 
cut. Now grab the saw an’ start hackin”. 
After you cut itall the way across make 
sure to file the edge so it don't cut 
somebody. 

Then git down an' loosen the nut on 
the rear axle so's you can take the rear 
wheel off. You get rid uh the street tire 
an' slap that knobbie on the back. After 
that yuh jus' take the baffles out uh the 
pipes and then put them big handlebars 
on. Before yuh know it you ve got a dirt 
machine!" 

There is a lot less slip-shod modifica- 
tion going on today. In recent years the 
trend has osmosized into widespread 
buying of dirt bikes-complete dirt 
bikes that manufacturers offer as spe- 
cialized instruments for pure play. Both 
the industry and the motorcycle owner 
have become much more sophisticated. 

There is no motivation like necessity, 
however, and the biggest and newest 
trend is one of compliance with an 
"energy crisis" that, whether real or 
perpetrated, is making it damned expen- 
sive for people to take part in normal 
everyday road travel. Present problems 
of personal transportation, now so 
familiar to everyone, are hatching a 
multiplicity of makeshift commuter 
modes certainly unforeseen by state and 
local DMVs! While a newly-awakened 
Yankee ingenuity is scratching its sleepy 








head, citizens who need to keep moving 
are scurrying desperately to adapt. 

If you're a dirt rider, a quick way of 
cutting gas consumption and skirting 
the fuel price gouge is obvious: Make 
your bike legal for street use. Insane 
you say? Well CZ dealer Josef Kubicek 
of Redondo Beach, California has 
demonstrated that modification of a 
pure dirt scoot for plausible street use 
can be done economically, without ir- 
reversible change to the machine. And it 
can be done with taste. 

The 250 CZ Motocross, holding one 
of the oldest known dirt-storming pedi- 
grees, is about the least likely of any 
motorcycle to be construed as having 
potential for something so utilitarian as 
road-going commuter use. Who would 
dare to tamper with a mount of such 
beautiful, single-minded purpose? 

Kubicek’s approach was to incorpo- 
rate into the CZ format the basic legal 
street necessities (i.e., lights, blinkers, 
silencer, ignition switch, etc.), using 
standard replacement components from 
the popular Kawasaki line of enduro 
models. 

If you’re familiar with motocross, 
you know the 250 CZ well. The one 
used here isa 1973 model with a special 
ISDT engine. With 30 hp at 6800 rpm, 
knobbies front and rear, seven-in. 
ground clearance, five-in. front fork 


travel, fiberglass fenders and gas tank,

and a hair-trigger throttle-all at only 
227 pounds-it is a high-strung per- 
former. A throttle squirt will instantly 
lift the front end high over obstructions, 
the tires will dig dirt (and slip on 
pavement), the brakes are modest stop- 
pers at best by street standards, and the 
exhaust note raises a lot of commotion. 

Kubicek first quelled some of the 



















engine’s rowdy fire by changing the 
tuned exhaust pipe. The replacement 
version drops peak engine rpm by 500 
revs and widens the powerband. It is 
smaller in diameter, shorter than the 
performance pipe, and sweeps clean and 
close up the left side of the cycle. 

Inside the pipe is a silencer and spark 
arrester from a 350cc F9 Kawasaki that 
quiets the crackle considerably and also 
keeps heated carbon particles from 
straying out the end of the exhaust 
pipe. 

Kubicek moved next into the tire 
department by removing the knobbies. 
The rear replacement is a 4.00-18 
Barum Trials type; a good street/dirt 
compromise. On the front is a 3.00-21 
Dunlop Trials. 

Along with the front tire change, 
Kubicek also fitted a 350cc F9 hub and 
brake to the wheel. The Kawasaki inter- 
nal-expanding brake has additional beef 
and also incorporates an accurate (and 
lawful) speedometer drive. Aluminum 
telescopic front forks remain the same, 
but British Girling units have been 
added to the rear because of their 
superior dampening and convenient 
adjustability. 

Internally, the engine is unchanged. 
Carburetion has been modified in the 
form of a 32mm Mikuni concentric, 
fitted with the intake manifold neces- 
sary for the change. This replaces the 
standard Jikov carburetor, which Kubi- 


cek praises. But consistent with popular 
opinion, he cites the option of an 
adjustable idle stage, manual choke and 
easily-changeable jets and float level as 
being qualities conducive to dependable 
all-around road performance. The igni- 
tion is a single-coil Femsatronic transis- 
tor ignition which is dependable, re- 
quires less maintenance and produces a 
more constant spark than a points/con- 
denser system. 

The full 65-watt lighting circuit, by 
Stanley, is common to Kawasaki street 
and enduro bikes. On the CZ it runs off 
of a compact six-volt battery that is 
kept charged by the stock generator. 

Bolted to the underside of the fork 
crown is a simple instrument panel from 
the small 100cc Kawasaki G5 Enduro. 
This includes speedometer, ignition 
switch and signal lights for neutral, 
brake light and blinkers. At the hand- 
grips are the switches for lights, horn 
and turn indicators. These also are from 
the GS. 

Front blinker lights, which are fitted 
to the handlebars, are from the Kawa- 
saki F11 Enduro, as are the indicators in 
the rear. Also from the F11 are the 
semi-oval rear taillight that is mounted 
on top of the CZ fender (yes, holes had 
to be drilled), the headlight and the 
fiberglass air cleaner box. The air 
cleaner box, incidentally, houses a re- 
cleanable Filtron foam rubber element. 

Particular attention to detail can be >

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seen in Kubicek’s installation of a “neu- 
tral pick-up” from the transmission. He 
had to split the cases and go into the 
gearbox to do this. A wire lead travels 
from the engine to the instrument 
panel, where a neutral light flashes and 
shows when the bike is out of gear. 

Further, the front brake lever is 
wired so that it activates the brake light 
just as the rear brake does. 
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Also significant is the Kawasaki 
choke lever, located on the left handle- 
bar under the switch cluster. Because 
the Mikuni carburetor has a manual 
choke and no remote control is really 
necessary, Kubicek has the choke lever 
set up to activate the compression re- 
lease, which is used in the dirt to slow 
the engine without use of the brakes. 
This eliminates the clutter of an extra 
lever. 

Lastly, the addition of an aluminum 
BSA gas tank to the already handsome 
CZ adds polished beauty. Its capacity 
and function are little different from 
those of its CZ equivalent. Again, it is a 
Kubicek preference. 

On the road the CZ is a surprise. 
Power delivery is smooth and handling 
is responsive, almost airy. The engine, 
because of its racy “on or off" disposi- 
tion, cruises with a slight roughness that 
isto be expected. __ 

Traction on pavement is adequate 
with the trials tires. It is an obvious 
compromise, satisfactory primarily be- 
cause of the rear Barum, which is 
especially versatile. 

The brakes, which do not fess up to 
the standards of top notch street bike 
brakes, work pretty well.on this model 
because of its light weight. It doesn’t 
take much to stop the CZ. 

Low dirt gearing is noticeable but 
does not hinder cross-town or even 
freeway travel because of the five-speed

gearbox and reasonably wide power- 
band. Hand controls and electrical 
switches work with the same efficiency 
and comfort as those on any new G5 
Kawasaki. 

You still have to kickstart the CZ, 
you still have to mix the oil with the gas 
manually, and you still have to warm 
the engine on a hot plug before screwing 
in the cold plug for normal riding. The 
engine produces less punch in the dirt 
because of the “tamed” exhaust pipe, 
and you break things like blinkers and 
running lights if you go down. - 

These little quirks are not to be 
avoided. But the bike is stilla hot rod in 
the rough, gets mileage twice that of 
popular compact cars on the road, and 
takes up a quarter of the space neces- 
sary for an automobile when it comes to 
parking. The bike is fun and it is useful. 

Joe Kubicek will duplicate such a 
project for others at an approximate 
cost of $400, depending upon the spe- 
cifics of a given order. He estimates the 
cost of doing it yourself at not less than 
$350, with respect to such variables as 
the type of bike modified, components 
chosen, extent of the changes, and who 
does the work.

LI AD IT HAPPENED, it really 
would have been something. 

u I mean, of course, had 
Marty Tripes been able to capture 
his third consecutive Superbowl, 
they could have wrapped it up in 
„Pennzoil banners and just handed it 
to him for years to come. But it 
didn’t happen, and in a way it was 
expected. 

Marty had taken the first two 
Superbowls ever, each time on a 
different make. First he used a 
Yamaha, then a Honda, to trounce 
the opposition at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum event. As usual, the 
crowd was rooting for the stocky 
youngster and. his new mount, a 
Husqvarna CR250. But the compe- 
tition -was tougher than ever before, 
and very few people thought that 
the Husky could produce the kind 
of horsepower that it would take to 
win the “bowl” this year. 

Czechoslovakian factory CZ ace 
Jaroslav Falta was back, this time 
with teammate Zdenek Velky who, 
as it turned out, was not as fast as 
Antonin Babarovsky was last year. 
Montesa flew in their latest sensa- 
tion, Belgian Raymond Boven, and 
his works Cappra. 

The hometowners were much 
faster this time around. Jim Weinert 
had his stuff together and Gary 
Jones looked so fast on his Can-Am 
in practice that even he was stoked. 
Notably absent from the event, 
though, was the Yamaha team of 

. Pierre Karsmakers, Mike Hartwig 
and Tim Hart, along with Bultaco’s 
Jim Pomeroy and Husky’s Brad 
Lackey. Lack of sufficient start 
money and contingencies kept 
these riders off the race track. Brad 
‚was in the pits watching, but Jim 
wasn’t to be seen anywhere. 

Much of the crowd, however, 
had come to see the man do his 
stuff. World . 500cc Champion 
Roger DeCoster, riding a 250, was 
at the Superbowl for the first time, 
and word had it that he was out to 
prove he can win on a night track as 
easily as he does in the daytime. 

The stadium filled gradually as 
the sky dimmed and the electric . 
light clusters popped on to illumi- 
nate the man-made track. There 
was a rider presentation that was 
inaccurate and overdone, the play- 
ing of the national anthem amid the 
mistimed igniting of fireworks and 
release of helium-filled balloons. 

After the first 500cc support 
moto saw Husky’s Jim West take 
the win after Bryar Holcomb's Bul- 
taco lost the function of its gearbox 
(just like Pomeroy’s bikes do), the 
first international moto got 
underway. 

DeCoster jumped into what 
would be a very short-lived lead, as > 


Jaroslav Falta (CZ) had the track wired.

Falta flew past him before the race 
was even 300 yards old. Falta 
slowly pulled out to a more com- 
fortable margin as Rog’s machine 
began to misfire at peak revs. Tripes 
had gotten a poor start and worked 
his way through the pack into 
. sixth, much to the delight of the 
announcer-hyped crowd. 

Between  fourth-placer Boven 
and DeCoster was CZ privateer 
Tony DiStefano, whose physique 
looks surprisingly like Tripes', with 
the exception that Tony is solid 
muscle in the areas where Marty 
jiggles. DiStefano is bucking heavily 
for a factory CZ ride. Why he 
hasn't gotten one already must be 
linked to the fact that Tony hasn't 
applied for Czechoslovakian citizen- 
ship yet. That has to be it, (cause 
this guy's a rocket...and consistent 
too. 

The 250 race, ended without 
further change in the top group. 
Jim Weinert was 5th. The second 
support moto really lifted the spec- 
tators who had come to see some 
action. Rex “Padded Cell” Staten 
took his prototype Honda big bore 
and just had a party out front. 
Wowing the crowd with unbelieva- 
ble mid-air tactics, Staten would 
continue to dominate the class for 
the rest of the night, eventually 
taking the overall win after a first- 
moto 4th. Everytime Rex left the 
ground, the crowd went crazy, and 
the Magicubes atop the Instamatics 
fired away from 93 rows up, remi- 
niscent of the semi-functional time 
and temperature sign at the savings 
and loan. 

Serious time again as the interna- 
tional lined up for its second 25- 
minute go-round. Falta took the 
lead right away and never looked 
back. Tripes struggled to get past 
DeCoster and into 2nd. The Cham- 
pion did an admirable job of hold- 
ing Superbowl Marty back, consid- 
ering that his Suzuki was now 
running like a sick TL125. Tripes 
cut a whole second and a half off of 
his first-moto lap times, but so did 
Falta. And that's how they went 
back to the pits. CZ, Husky, Sick- 
zuki; with Suzuki (Gerrit Wolsink) 
and CZ (DiStefano) rounding out 
the contenders. 

The Rex Staten show did its 
final thing as the people stayed put 
and the concession folks went 
broke—no one wanted to buy a hot 
dog when there was one racing on 
the track. 

The final moto for all the glory 
and the front page photos was the 
best show that the 250s put on all 
night. Tripes pulled a brilliant hole 
shot and the people were naturally 
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exuberant. But Marty was getting 
tired and the pressure from DeCos- 
ter and Falta was too much to take. 
He soon fell to 3rd. 

In the meantime, Roger and 
Jaroslav were putting on a great 
show as they. fought for the lead. 
And was it ever a show. DeCoster’s 
Suzuki had been righted by his 
mechanic, but Roger's riding style 
showed that he wasn't going 200 
percent. He braked sooner than 
before, short-shifted his transmis- 
sion, and generally had a good time. 
Falta was right on his tail, playing 
cat and mouse with him, but con- 
tent to let his compatriot enjoy a 
moment of” glory now that the 
overall victory would go back to 
Czechoslovakia with him. Tripes 
took 3rd in both his moto and 
overall. 

There were a lot of things that 
happened away from the leaders’ 
limelight that made a difference to 
the riders who didn’t get a chance 
to have announcer Larry Huffman 
scream their names into the crowd. 
Tripes lost the left footpeg off of 
his Husky in the first moto. Jim 
Weinert’s fuel tank split and Jim 
motored around smelling like the 
T-shirt of an overtime-hoarding 
pump jockey. Finally one of the 
AMA guys noticed and had Jimmy 
black-flagged. 

Gary Jones took a stream of 
banners for a carnival ride on his 
back wheel as he tried desperately 
to save face on what he had pre- 
dicted would be his night. It wasn't 
and he didn’t. Gary’s exploits with 
the banners set a precedent fol- 
lowed by the junior high set, many 
wearing their “I Love Big Grungy” 
iron-ons, who raped the course of 
its markings long before the com- 
petitors had a chance to stop their 
machines. 

It was a good race. Falta was a 
favorite and he won. Staten’s sky 
shots demonstrated that the U.S. is 
still far ahead of the Communists in 
the race to get a motocrosser on the 
moon. Tripes was competitive and, 
at least for the first few laps of the 
last moto, showed the crowd that 
he still has that Superbowl Magic 
tucked away somewhere. DiStefano 
took 4th, which isn't bad, and 
Raymond Boven crashed his Mon- 
tesa into 5th. 

Everybody who deserved it got 
a smooch from the trophy girl 
(except DeCoster, who took the 
whole girl), who had been provided 
by Oui magazine. They all posed 
with a quart of Oly (it was officially 
the Olympia Superbowl of Moto- 
cross III), and went home to count

eity of stunning minarets, the double 

funnel where East meets West, the 
beginning and end of Asia and Europe, 
the end of my journey from Singapore. 

I had finished pitching my survival 
orange tent at Mocamp, the British 
Petroleum campground west of the city, 
and sat there drinking a beer (my first in 
weeks) and smoking a cigarette. My 
mind still hummed the repetitious song 
fragment that the Honda had drummed 
steadily for the two days since we had 
left Ankara: “You can't go back to 
Con-stan-ti-no-ple" over and endlessly. 
The late gray September Mediterranean 
lapped quietly against the beach; bat- 
tered and dirty, the Honda silhouetted 
itself against the rising darkness in the 
east. 

“18,000 and how many miles are 
behind me?” I muttered to myself, 
suddenly conscious of my voice and the 
presence of others. 

“Too long alone,” 
reiterated. 

I reached into the wooden and fiber-

my mind 


glass pannier for my journal, carefully 
wrapped in plastic, in its proper place. A 
quick bit of addition and I entered 
“Istanbul—18,843.’” When I replaced it, 
I scrunched myself comfortably into the 
sand and leaned back against the 
pannier. 

As I pulled long on that icy bottle of 
beer, two thoughts blundered into my 
mind simultaneously: the wild party 
Jack Smith, Greg Koval and I planned 
when we reached Europe, and a more 
sobering remembrance of the 20 hours I 
lay huddled behind the Honda in my 
sleeping bag, using a poncho for a 
windbreak in a blinding, choking dust 
storm that eventually deposited a dune 
a foot high over the end of the bag. 

I quaffed off the remainder of the 
beer and decided that just because I was 
the only one present of the starting 
three, that was absolutely no reason for 
missing a party. With resolve I strode to 
the office and bought a bottle of bur- 
gundy. I meditated only a moment and 
purchased another. 

Back at the tent I cracked the first, 


swilled deep from it and let out what I 
thought to be a jubilant “Yaaaaa 
Hoooo.” By the looks on the other 
campers’ faces, it must have sounded 
more like the death rattle of an ancient 
bull. I grinned self-consciously, took 
another sip, and let my mind relax. It 
began to wander over the preceding 
eight months. 

Fade In: Focus on a winding, narrow 
paved road slicing the green jungle near 
Sentul, Malaya, and three blokes on 
nearly-identical Honda Dream 305s, rid- 
ing fast and in file, enjoying the ride. 
Enter onto an abrupt curve, a log truck 
filling the road completely. Jack, in the 
lead, hit hard when he lost it dodging 
into the thick grass bordering the road. I 
was riding second and had a little more 
time, but I hit mud, felt it going and 
leaped clear, landing fairly hard on the 
pavement. From my prone position I 
glanced back quickly, expecting to see 
Greg laughing at us. He was in the road 
trying to get to his knees, crash hat 
crammed over his eyes, amazed, 
stunned. 

It was a strike for the bloody trucky, 
who kept on rolling. Angry, rude ges- 
tures followed him. We had to get Jack’s 
handlebars welded. And that night we 
slept in a Hindu temple down the road 
where candlelit garlanded Hindu gods 





flickered all night. Near there we also 
met a Chinese named Kim Swee, which 
means “Golden Water.” Fade Out: 
chuckles and grins. Temerloh, Kuantan, 
Sentul, Jerantut, Kuala Lumpur, Cam- 
eron Highlands, and Penang rolled by 
quickly on the excellent roads of 
Malaya. 

Taking another measured sip of bur- 
gundy, I found that the gray evening 
and gentle swish of the Med triggered in 
my mind a gray spongy day on the 
island of Bhuket off the west coast of 
Thailand. Here we watched men dive 
from tripods of poles rising from the 
pieturesque bay, bringing up buckets of 
sand. 

On the beach, Chinese women, 
young and beautiful, old and haggard, 
panned and sluiced the free tin from the 
sand. In back of the diggings was a stall 
with a set of balance scales where a 
heavy-jowled man bought the tin. 

And then, bad, bad chuckholed dirt 
and graveled roads took us to Ranong 
where the police chief, Major Chackra, 
invited us to spend the night. I remem- 
bered well how his two lovely and 
graceful daughters danced for our enter- 
tainment. And it was a little way be- 
yond Ranong where the Honda and I 
parted ways in deep, graded red dirt. I 
had to wait for my handlebars to be>

welded that time. We rolled on through 
Chumpon (memories of sinister events 
there) and Hua Hin on the Gulf of 
Thailand, where we stayed in the Naval 
Barracks. A brief stop in Bangkok, then 
on to Sakao and into Siem Reap, 
Cambodia and the ancient, fascinating 
ruins of Angkor Wat. 

The afterglow of the sunset seemed 
to hold back the darkness across the 
Bosporus. That reminded me of how 
quickly night comes to the jungle. As 
we walked through the darkness toward 
Angkor, the main temple, the drums 
manipulated the undulations of the 
oboe-like flutes, and it seemed we were 
approaching a pagan rite. 

We never spoke as we crossed the 
moat and entered the outer wall. Slicing 
spotlights focused on the front of the 
wat (temple), and we could see the gold 
and red spangled costumes and spired 
symmetrical headdresses of the dancers. 
Wealthy tourists sat on a platform in 
front of them. In response to a modern 
rite, we refused to pay the 210 rials 
($10) for the platform seats and chose 
rather to stand with the native Khmers 
(Cambodians). 

The band, smiling and laughing at the 





foreigners on the ground, saw that I 
wanted photographs. They motioned 
for me to climb the wall and sit with 
them. With cheering from the mob and 
a hand from the band, I scratched my 
way up and on top. Beautifully, exqui- 
sitely, superbly, gracefully, the girls 
danced, isolated from my viewpoint 
against the black sky. 

When the two pretty girls in the jeep 
pulled into the campsite next to mine, 
my mind drifted towards Chieng Mai in 
northern Thailand and the graciousness 
of the hospitable Thais. At Kampang- 
petch, the police major found his bar- 
racks much too dirty for us, so he put 
us up in the local hotel—with showers 
no less—gratis. 

Across the mountain to Chieng Mai, 
180 of the 220 miles were dirt with 
thick palls of bull dust, corrugations, 
rocks and holes. The old Honda really 
caught hell, but the ride was worth it. In 
Chieng Mai are the most beautiful girls 
in the world. I fell in love three, maybe 
four times...the first day. 

On the return to Bangkok, Greg lost 
it on rainslick pavement—two cracked 
ribs. Bangkok Belly (dysentery) struck 
hard, but how could we have contracted 
it? The Mekong whiskey was excellent 
and pure, but the ice to cool it was 
made from klong (canal) water, and an 


eighth-of-an-inch of sediment in the 
bottom of the glass provided the clue. 
The traffic in Bangkok struck fear in all 
of us. We saw three serious motorcycle/ 
auto collisions in one day, and Jack hit 
a car that pulled out in front of him. 
Only scratches were sustained by both. 

Overstaying our time limit in Thai- 
land, we had to ship the bikes by train 
to the Malayan border in order to get 
them aboard the Madras (India) bound 
boat in time. At 3:00 a.m. Greg and I 
got out of the train at Chumpon for chi 
dam yen (sweet tea). Back on the train 
and rolling, 1 discovered my wallet 
missing. My passport, international shot 
card, travellers cheques, and some $150 
in currencies, all gone. I could not leave 
Thailand; I’d have to retake all of those 
shots. How long would it take? 

In Songkhla I got a temporary travel 
permit from the police, and I paid a 
man $10 to ride the Honda to Penang 
with Greg to ship it. After telegraphing 
home for emergency money to see me 
through, I got back on the train and 
stayed mesmerized all the way to Bang- 
kok. I had already prepared my tale of 
woe for the Consul, but upon arrival at 
the American Embassy I found Ihada 


note from the station master at 
Chumpon: “Wallet found-identify 
contents.” 


Wildly exuberant, I raced back to the 
station, impatiently rode back to Chum- 
pon, tried my best to reward the station 
master, and rode back to Bangkok the 
next day with my wallet tucked care- 
fully in my front pocket, my hand on 
top of it. Was it stolen or did I lose it? I 
don’t know. I had a strong cloth case 
made for the wallet that hangs around 
my neck. There it can’t be lost, and if it 
is stolen, I assume I won’t care. 

I sipped burgundy and nibbled some 
cheese and watched the brunette re- 
move the valve cover from the gold jeep. 
The color returned me to Burma. Sun- 
rise silhouetted and enriched the huge 
golden Shewgoda Pagoda as we returned 
from the Victorian-style Strand Hotel to 
the Rangoon Airport. 

There were lots of red buntings along 
the carless road, and at the airport, 
machine-gun-armed troops were every- 
where. A red carpet led to a nearby 
airliner, and near it in rank and file 
stood about 80 of the local party, 
chanting in unison and waving various 
Communist flags. 

Waiting to leave on our plane were 
several farang (foreigners), including 


three Irish nuns who were being ex- 
pelled to eliminate the “Western Influ- 
ence.” From them we discovered that 
the departing dignitary was no one less >

than Chinese Premier Chou En-lai. 

I quickly put on my telephoto lens 
and moved to the forefront to get some 
shots. Before I could compose one 
photo, I was sharply prodded in the 
back. Turning belligerently around, I 
found a soldier with the prod, a ma- 
chine gun, who shook his head “no.” I 
“quick smart” nodded in agreement and 
returned to a seat, meditating about the 
“wrong end” of a gun. 

I watched in amazement while the 
brunette adjusted the noisy tappets in 
the jeep and they returned my mind to 
India. Clickety-clacking south from Cal- 
cutta on the Madras Mail, glad we 
hadn’t purchased tickets in the over- 
crowded third class, we anticipated the 
Hondas and awaited the freedom of 
travel and solitude they represented. As 
there were no dining cars, meals were 
ordered early, and the orders tele- 
graphed ahead. 

About 8:00 p.m., a piping hot curry 
with rice served on banana leaves was 
brought to the seats. There was no 
silverware, and we grinned nervously at 
each other as we began to imitate the 
Indians and eat with our fingers. No 
sooner had we begun when absolute 


silence, then sharp whispering, caused us 
to look around. All eyes were upon us; 
some were even peeking over the seat 
backs. We stared at each other and 
around the car. What had we done? 

An older gentleman took pity on us 
and explained. We had eaten with our 
dirty left hand. Horrors! Our eyes 
glanced down at the offending left 
hands, sticky with curry and rice. We 
had committed a very gauche social 
error (not necessarily the first and as- 
suredly not the last). In a clipped British 
accent he stated, “The right hand is 
used to eat with; the left hand is used to 
clean yourself with.” 

He nodded; we thanked him, and he 
returned to the gossiping, gesturing 
mob. We had already discovered that if 
one desired toilet paper, one had to 
bring his own, and here we learned to 
respect the customs of the East. 

The brunette next removed a spark 
plug and inserted a spark plug pump 
which she had attached to the tent. It 
began to inflate when she revved the 
rough-running engine, firing only on 
three cylinders. Mind-slide to Madras. 
Damn, but it felt good to ease the 
power on the Honda, to feel the rush of 
speed-cooled air on my face, the vibra- 
tions on my legs, to hear the effective 
rumble of the exhaust. But the joy was 





short-lived and replaced by worry. 

Upon leaving Madras, Greg disap- 
peared. Jack and I waited and searched 
for him, and then we drove on to 
Bangalore where we stayed in the 
YMCA as planned. From there we called 
the American Consul in Madras, 
searched the hotels, worried, fretted, 
and after two days in the beautiful cool 
hill country, we departed for the north, 
leaving a message with our itinerary. 

In Hyderabad we discovered that 
Greg had passed through the day before 
and had stayed at the Taj Hotel. The 
next day in Nagpur we unexpectedly 
found him—in the Tamashal Hospital 
with bad bruises and facial abrasions; 
ugly. He hadn’t slowed down and 
moved to the side of the road for an 
oncoming truck, and it forced him off 
the one lane of pavement into the deep 
dust and ruts of the shoulder at about 
40 miles per hour. 

His crash hat saved him; nothing 
saved his Honda; the entire front end 
was ruined. We loaded it onto the train 
and shipped it to Delhi for him. From 
there he had to ship it to Bombay and 
then on to London to satisfy the re- 
quirements of the Carnet de Passages en 
Douanes. This effectively ended Greg's 
Asian adventures. 

The whole campsite turned toward 

















the VW camper when the German cou- 
ple started screaming at each other. 
That reminded me of a stranger incident 
Jack and I watched in central India. We 
were sitting beneath a palm tree at one 
of our 50-mile rest stops. Shouting and 
gesturing at one another, a couple 
strode down the middle of the deserted 
road. 

Suddenly she, quite angry, dropped 
the child, about 18 months old, in the 
road and headed out into the desert. 
Shaking his fist, still shouting at her, the 
man finally picked up the screaming 
child and muttering to himself, walked 
slowly out of sight, soothing the child. 
Who had won what? 

We turned down the GT (Grand 
Trunk) Road, and cautiously, carefully 
(five head-on collisions between trucks 
we saw in two days), we rode to 
Calcutta to get our Nepalese visas. 
Happy to retreat from the hot humidity 
and humanity of Calcutta, we stayed 
only one day and then headed for Nepal 
via back roads to avoid the ox carts, 
work gangs, pedestrians, lorries and 
trucks of the GT. Naimpur, Dumka, 
Bhaglapur, Mokema, Muzzferapur, 


Motahari fell behind us quickly as we 
headed for the 
mountains. 

Jewel of the Himalayas, delight to 


sanctuary of the 
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the eye, Nepal tucked me away into its 
mountain womb. What a road, such a 
ride, winding up and over the 8100 foot 
pass and down into the terraced Kat- 
mandu Valley, glowing gold and 
bronze-green in the evening sun. Smil- 
ing, friendly people waved to us zipping 
along. 

We quickly settled into the Tourist 
Corner, forsaking the cheaper Globe for 
the comfort of a shower, and headed to 
the Blue Tibetan where we ate buffalo 
chow chow. Real red meat for the first 
time in weeks and a treat it was. So 
good did it taste, it took me several 
meals to recognize that the water buf- 
falo was tough and stringy. 

Having grown up in the mountains of 
Wyoming and being decidedly homesick 
for mountains, I chose to stay and 
explore Nepal. So Jack and I bid fare- 
well to each other after nine days in 
Nepal. He headed back to India and on 
to Europe. I began a furtive trek to Nam 
Che Basar with a Norwegian girl that 
ended in dysentery and a hospital for 
her. 

Darkness settled over Mocamp; the 
automatic camp lights came on and 
kindled a scene that has returned to my 
mind time and again. Sunlight died 
slowly, changing the ancient gray stones 
from warm to cold, unfeeling, imper- 


sonal. The nearly-full moon reflected 
luminously in the Bagmati River, a 
tributary of the Hindu’s Holy River 
Ganges, which runs through Pasupathi- 
nath Temple. 

When Reidun, my Norwegian friend, 
and I first saw the body, it was on a 
ghat in front of the main temple, 
wrapped in a gold patterned red cloth, a 
woman. At head and feet oil lamps 
burned to light the soul’s journey. After 
being anointed with burned straw and 
oil mixture, the body was placed on a 
bamboo litter and carried to the care- 
fully stacked pyre. 

Jerking sobs and renting moans came 
from the temple, as her husband was led 
to the ghat, a white sarong around his 
waist, a white bandana across the back 
of his gray head. A bell began pounding, 
ringing quickly and steadily; suddenly it 
ended. After being carried around the 
pyre three times, she was placed on it, 
her head and body on top, her legs 
drooping to the stone. 

The relatives washed in the Holy 
Bagmati and symbolically washed the 
body twice. Finally, amid wails, the 
husband was led to wash himself and 
then around the pyre three times to 
symbolically cleanse the body. A fire- 
brand was given to him, and he was led

A Refreshing Departure 
' From The Norm. 
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@ IN THIS GOLDEN age of same- 
ness, it's refreshing to come across 
something with a degree of individ- 
uality...a little distinctness, whether 
it be a house, an art object, an 
automobile or a motorcycle. It 
doesn't happen that often, so when 
it does, people are apt to be both 
curious and skeptical. Your mind 
tells you to beware of something 
out of the realm of normality. The 
atypical may be wrong or bad. In the case of the new Moto 
Morini 350 V-Twins, however, nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

One ride on either of the two machines (Morini 350 or 350 
Sport), is enough to convince even the most wary of observers. 
While both share many of the same components, differences 
are more than cosmetic, and each will make different types of 
owners happy. A rider who is looking for a means of 


transportation and who is into the commuter aspect of 


motorcycling, will be interested in the standard Morini 3%. It 
offers the basic comforts of a conventional motorcycle 
(normal seating position, etc.), a non-demanding powerband 
for chugging around town in traffic and operational economy. 

The sporting rider isn't forgotten, either, and hence, the 
Morini “Sport” 3% is available. Styling is racier, clip-on bars 
are featured, as well as a solo seat and many of the goodies 
that will keep the cafe racer types happy. 

Both models are styled in a pleasing manner, but the thing 
that really sets them off and lets them stand out in the crowd 
is the engine design. Since Ducati V-Twins are as rare as an 
honest man in the White House, the only V's most people see 
are in the form of a Harley-Davidson. But all the Harley 








V-Twins are for the big bore crowd, as are the “Ducks”—until 
the Morini that is. 

Here definitely is a new approach to “mid-size” motorcy- 
cles, but unfortunately their numbers will be limited. This is 
because Morini is a fairly small manufacturing concern in 
Bolonga, Italy, producing goodly numbers of mopeds for the 
Italian market and various small bore machines up to 125cc. A 
few years back development work was started on the 350s you 
see here; they were ready for production late in 1973. 

Only small numbers of the Vs have reached these shores to 
date, though many more could be sold. The reason is the 
seemingly everlasting Italian labor problem; too many strikes 
and not enough production when they are working. Unfortu- 
nate, but still a fact of life. The U.S. Distributor, Herdan Corp. 
in Reading, Pa., is working on getting all the machines they 
can, because the demand for the slick little bike is high, in 
spite of a healthy price tag. 

Each Morini V-Twin engine unit is assembled by one man 
and one man alone. He starts with the pressed together 
crankshaft assembly and goes from there. When the engine is 
complete it is sent along the production “line” to a man who 
installs them in the chassis; not exactly a high-production 
operation maybe, but the exacting standards of quality and 
workmanship show in the finished product. 

If you were to view the 72-degree V-Twin engine from the 
top, you would notice that the cylinders are offset somewhat, 
50mm to be exact. The camshaft sits directly in the center of 
the “V,” and is driven by a flat, toothed Gilmer belt, similar to 
what is found driving the superchargers on dragsters or drag 
boats. 

Short pushrods open and close the valves, which are parallel 
with the flat surface of the combustion side of the aluminum 
cylinder head. 








This is a curious arrangement, but it apparently works well. 
Morini explains the operation as “high turbulence” intake and 
exhaust porting; the flat top piston is relieved a great degree 
for necessary valve clearance. Compression ratio in the 
standard version is 10:1, the Sport model's only engine change 
is an increase of the compression to 11:1. Otherwise the 
engines are identical. 

Externally, the power unit is an eye-catcher, not only 
because of the “V” design, but because of the interesting 
shapes and polish on the sidecases. Add to this an interesting 
array of finning, carburetors facing in opposite directions and 
unconventional exhaust pipe routing, and you have a unit that 
looks as though it was built for a moon landing. Anyone who 
appreciates unusual mechanical design can't help but admire 
such an engine. 

Another plus is the fact that the robust gearbox, designed 
to handle a 500cc engine, is a smooth-shifting six-speed, 
offering the right ratio for just about every situation. Presently 
the shift lever is located on the right, but after the first of 
January 1975, Morini will feature left-side operation, to satisfy 
government requirements in the U.S. Primary kick starting is 
not featured, and the kickstart lever is located awkwardly on 
the left. There is talk that an electric start model is in store for 
the future, but probably too far off to worry about at present. 

Actually, starting is not the least bit difficult; reach down 
near the left sidecover, below the seat, to find the ignition 
switch (poor location), check to see that the machine is in 
neutral, turn the switch to “on” (that funny noise you heard 
was the electric fuel tap opening up), and pull up the two 
enrichening devices on the 25mm Dell’Orto carbs. A red 
indicator light will let you know that the ignition is on, so go 
ahead and kick it through. Most of our test riders have a rough 
time kicking with their left leg, so for us it was more 
convenient to get off the machine and kick with our right leg, 
but the Morini didn't seem to mind which leg we used; it

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A short warm-up is required; then you can flip the choke 
devices to the normal position and ride away. 

The sound sensation produced makes you think, “Moto 
Guzzi.” But the machine is much too small to be a Guzzi, and 
the gearbox much too smooth. The engine pulls from way 
down low, unlike a 350 Yamaha, and keeps churning right past 
nine grand on the tach. Vibration is minimal at all normal 
speeds and the Morini hits you as being just plain comfortable. 
Almost everything fits a normal-sized person... pegs, bars and 
foot controls. Even the Sport version allows a nice seating 
position, although more than one rider complained that the 
pegs were too far forward in relation to the clip-on bars. 

Suspension on both machines is supplied by Marzocchi and, 
.understandably, units fitted to the Sport model are a few 
‘degrees stiffer. Cushioning could have been better over the 
annoying “cracks” on cement pavement, but overall they 
worked admirably. The Morinis are suspended with the 
performance rider in mind, part of the Italian heritage. 

More of that heritage shines through when it's time to 
smoke it through a few tight ones. There is no wiggle, no 
wobble, just smooth, rock steadiness right to the time you 
drag the pegs. If a rider really wants to make tracks around the 
bends, the Morini responds extremely well to the hang-off 
style of riding popularized by the likes of Paul Smart and Ken 
Roberts. And the chassis isn't confused when the rider heads 
through a series of switchbacks, and flops the machine quickly 
from left to right or right to left. This one is a handler, in 
standard or Sport trim. 

A double cradle, strongly-braced and gusseted frame is 
shared by both models, but $200 extra for the Sport gets you

more than prestige. The fuel tank is more smoothly styled and 
blends into a custom, racing style solo seat; finish is in red and 
black rather than blue and white. Clip-on handlebars replace 
the standard set and a beautifully machined upper triple clamp 
grasps the fork tubes. A hydraulic steering damper is included, 
as well as a set of those beautiful Borrani aluminum rims. For 
added braking security, the cafe version utilizes a twin-trail- 
ing/twin-leading-shoe brake at the front, and it works like a 
charm. 

Instrumentation would be passable, we suppose, if the 
speedometer read in miles per hour, which it doesn't. And 
trying to explain to Officer Wonderful that the only reason 
you were speeding was because you couldn't compute kilom- 
eters per hour into miles per hour, probably would aggravate 
him al! the more. Idiot lights are arranged in a more useful 
manner on the Sport version, but lacking on both models is a 
warning light for the turn indicators. Generally these are the 
weakest areas on the machines. The Italian switches are 
unhandy and confusing to operate, and if they were any other 
way we'd be surprised. 

Though not of Japanese quality, the wiring layout is fairly 
decent and easy to troubleshoot. The control switches are the 
area in which our complaints lie. Very poor. 

Night lighting is more than ample, since the headlight is a 
quartz unit that throws quite a beam down the highway. The 
taillight is large enough to be seen at night from the rear, yet 
not so huge that it gets in your way when climbing on and off 
the machine. And as far as horns go, the Morini's can be heard! 

Either Morini should be fairly simple to maintain. Access to 

pertinent items is simple enough; twist knobs release both side 
covers and seat so the rider can get to electrical goodies and 
the tool tray containing a simple toolkit. The double-canister 
air filter element is placed in a rather novel position under the 
fuel tank, but this makes it a little hard to get to for servicing. 
Fortunately, the filter on a street machine stays clean for 
many miles. A handy dipstick makes checking the oil level a 
snap. ; 
Center and sidestands are tucked well out of the way, but 
the sidestand is hard to reach with your toe when sitting on 
the machine. In contrast, the centerstand is one of the easiest 
to use we’ve ever tried. 

Naturally, anyone laying out $1600 to $1800 for a 350cc 
motorcycle has a few decisions to mull over in his mind. The 
first is, “What will the same amount of money get me in 
another brand?" 

Well, that kind of money can buy a well-kept big-bore 
machine at a used-bike lot—something like a 750 Honda. It'll 
also purchase a new machine from several manufacturers in the 
500cc displacement category, including a 550 Honda Four. 
Most 350s we know of go for a lot less than the Morini, so a 
potential buyer has plenty to think about. 

The biggest appeal item the Morini has in its favor is, of 
course, handling capabilities. This is one of those European 
machines that wind and twist and bend and snake without 
blinking an eye; only a few riders are capable of using the 
Morini to its potential and only a few will be interested 
enough to try. The Morini is truly an enthusiast's machine. An 
everyday motorcyclist not interested in the finer points of 
two-wheeled travel should continue along with his two- 
wheeled Chevrolet...it would be a shame to waste a Morini on 
him, since, at this point in time, there just aren't enough to go 
around. :

COOL OIL'S A BREEZE 


I own a Honda CB350, and because 
of the warm climate in my country, 
there is a problem with the camshaft 
wearing itself out very quickly. This is 
caused because the oil arriving to the 
head is very hot, doesn't permit suffi- 
cient oiling, and also causes the oil 
pressure to drop in a dangerous way. 

I think that I could solve the prob- 
lem by affixing an oil cooler. While 
planning this radiator, I faced some 
problems that I can't overcome, and I 
would sincerely thank you if you could 
give me the proper answers. 

First, I would like to know where 
will be the most efficient place to 
contact the radiator. Also I would like 
to know what the oil pressure is just as 
the oil comes out of the pump. 

Another question is, what's the oil 
pressure in the inspection screw mount- 
ed on the left side of the engine, 
according to the engine's rpm? I would 
like to ask, too, if there is a possibility 
of getting graphic drawings that illus- 
trate the difference in the oil pressure 
with the oil radiator and without it, or 
any other drawings that could help me 
solve the problem.

American Honda is unable to furnish 
us with the.oil pressure figures, but we 
are certain that the premature wear on 
the camshaft is caused by something 
besides hot oil and the climate in your 
country. 


With the K3 and K4 CB350s a 


heavy-duty oil pump is used in place of 
the earlier unit. The extra flow volume 
of the older pump actually caused un- 
supported sections of the left and right 
crankcase gaskets to flutter and break 
free. Pieces were then carried through 
the oil passages. The pieces would be- 
come lodged where the passages turn at 
the cylinder studs and lead to the head. 


It is this restriction that prevents oil 
from properly lubricating the cams. 

It is necessary to completely clean all 
oil passages when replacing the camshaft 
for this type of wear. The illustrations 
show the gaskets and the areas that need 
to be removed, unless a new modified 
gasket is available to you. 

The CB350, we feel, does not require 
an oil cooler. If your mind is made up, 
then mount it on the frame down tube 
where it will receive some cooling air. 
There is no substantial difference in oil 
pressure with or without a cooler. 


UNMODIFIED GASKET-RIGHT 
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GROOVIN’ IN THE RAIN 


After three years of reading other 
people's problems with motorcycles, 
dealers and the local “law,” I've come 
up against my first real motorcycle 
problem...rain grooves. After pushing a 
“71 Honda CB350K3 through dust, heat, 
mud, snow and potholes while residing 
in Missouri, Arkansas, Michigan and 
now San Francisco, I’ve finally found a 
state full of roads I can't handle. 

During my first sweep around the 
Bay area, I repeatedly nearly lost con- 
trol on patches of rain-grooved highway. 

From 30 mph up to the raw edge of 
my nerves, at various rear shock set- 
tings, front and rear tire pressures, and 
with bled and refilled front forks, my 
Honda and a rain groove are totally 
incompatible. I have 6080 miles on my 
original-equipment 3.50-18 rear and 
3.00-18 front Bridgestone tires. From 
the fact that they're wearing like iron, I 
gather that softer rubber is available, 
but is that the way to go? 

I can see money and time being 
poured into this problem out of blind 
desperation so please...help! 

So far, my California riding consists 
of commutes to work (no grooves be- 
tween here and there), and suburban 
puttering around with every major high- 
way barred as effectively as if barbed 
wire blocked the entrances. Dropping 
from 50 to 30 mph, in a headlong 
wobbling plunge for the shoulder of the 
road with a Mack truck breathing up my 


pipes, is aging me too rapidly. 

As to my Honda’s other vices, there 
have been very few. As my mileage 
shows, the bike was not purchased for 
long trips, and vibration in grips and 
pegs on the few I’ve tried have con- 
firmed that shortcoming. 

A cold-natured tendency to foul 
plugs has occasionally reared its head 
also, but I'm not usually willing to wait 
for warm up either so I can't fault Mr. 
Honda too heavily there. 

And that brings me to a CB350’s 
glory. Reliability. When my bottom hits 
a seat, car or motorcycle, that vehicle 
rolls or it's junked! I can and do service 
my own, but, by god, I'll decide when! 
No loosening bolts, flopping chains, 
loose wires, cracking whoozits or mis- 


sing whatsits...this bike stays together!' 


You may roar past me in a curve or 
"smoke" me off with ease from a light, 
but I'll purr right past you while you're 


` parked just a mile further on hunting 


for that one loose wire that'll never be 
found. 

Now if I can just get the State of 
California to pave over every rain groove 
and put them in at right angles to the 


road the way God intended....

We aren't so sure that God intended 
rain grooves to run at right angles to the 
direction of travel. That, beyond a 
doubt, would give you a lot more grief 
than you already have. Of all the bikes 
that we test in a year's time, it is 
unusual to find one that reacts in such a 
violent manner as yours. There are, of 
course, instances that we hear of from 
time to time, but they are usually traced 
back to the owner or dealer. 

Here are a few suggestions. Tire 
pressure will effect the handling to an 
extent, but not so radically as to ac- 
count for your problem. It is conceiv- 
able that your tires are worn to the 
limit, even though you can't see it. But 
before you go to the expense of replac- 
ing them, check wheel alignment. Re- 
member, just because each side of the 
axle is adjusted to the same mark on the 
swinging arm, this is no assurance that 
the wheel is straight. 

We take it that you don't carry a lot 
of extra gear with you. This can present 
a problem to the road rider who brings 
everything but the kitchen sink. Re- 
member to equalize whatever load you 
do carry. Also, have you ever dropped 
the bike? This could have tweaked the 
frame or forks, which would put the 
wheels out of line. 

There are many people who feel the 
same way you do about rain grooves. 
This is evidenced by signs being erected 
warning of these inconveniences. Aside 
from all that, lets realize that we are in 
the minority of highway users, the 
majority does benefit from these 
grooves. Whether we like it or not, 
that's the way it is. :

B THE DUAL-PURPOSE bike is a 
strange breed. In theory, this hy- 
brid must be capable of performing 
well in two diverse habitats. A 
difficult job at best. Each and every 
member of the species Dualus pur- 
posem is a compromise. Nothing 
more, nothing less. One manufac- 
turer may see fit to lean a little 
more toward the dirt-oriented rider, 
settling for less roadability, while 
another is pushing hard for the road market, but offering dirt 
possibilities as a sort of frosting on the cake. 

Several graphic examples of these two practices come to 
mind, yet they are not important. What is, is that the 
dual-purpose idea has opened up a whole new world to the 
motorcyclist. And right at the front of the movement is, as we

might well expect, Honda. They were not the first—they were 
fairly tardy, in fact—but the late start hasn't slowed them 
down one bit. 

One of their major changes has been to phase out the SL 
series models from their line. In general, the SL was a 
dual-purpose bike designed to operate on the road 90 percent 
of the time; the other 10 percent was reserved for easy 
off-road riding. The dawn of the XL era saw the gradual 
| decline and eventual death of the age of SLs. 

bas In the XLs we find dual-purpose bikes that have been 
[; engineered to offer a little more versatility. Though the XLs 
| ¡E are still more at home on the street, they come much closer to 

“ge: handling off-road obstacles than the SLs ever did. And now 
the XL line has a 125. 

The XL125 engine is a good old reliable four-stroke Single. 
Unlike its two biggest brothers, the 250 and 350, its engine 
incorporates a simpler head design, with only one intake and 
one exhaust valve. Admittedly, the four-valve design improves 
the power output and performance, but it also increases the 
weight and price. This bike couldn't afford either. The first 
XL125 does feature slightly larger valves than the previous SL. 

At the head of the intake tract is a washable foam filter. 
The fuel mixture is drawn through a 24mm carburetor. The SL 
used a 22mm. 

To improve engine breathing and horsepower, the camshaft 
has been redesigned to allow higher valve lift and longer> 
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duration. In addition, the piston has been reshaped with a 
higher dome but, due to a change in head shape, the 
compression ratio is no higher than the SLs 9.3 to 9.5:1. 

But there are other things that make the XL a far better 
machine than its predecessor. The frame is of a semi double 
cradle design and, with the exception of steering geometry, is 
identical to that used on the TL125 trials bike. Honda insists 
that the selection of this frame was made with an eye to 
weight reduction, yet the XL outweighs the SL by a good five 
pounds. So much for what Honda says. 

However, the frame does work well with the slightly 
different geometry. Weight distribution on the front wheel is 
less, while the trail is greater. Caster differs by a mere 1.5 
degrees. What this adds up to isa more easily steerable mount 
at lower speeds and more stability at higher ones. 

Other major improvements have taken place in the forks 
and rear shocks. The forks are the same units fitted to the 125

Elsinore, right down to the offset axle. By now almost 
everyone should know how we feel about these units; they 
work exceptionally well. An increase of nearly an inch in 
travel over the SL’s forks is the most noticeable improvement. 
And rebound control is better too. 

In addition to lengthening trail, the offset axle, in conjunc- 
tion with a slightly longer swinging arm, has affected a 
two-inch wheelbase increase. The extended wheelbase works 
wonders when it comes to high-speed stability over rough 
ground. This increase slows the handling down somewhat in 
the rough and alleviates the short-coupled feel associated with 
the SE. 

Travel in the shocks has been increased approximately half 
an inch. Damping has been changed for the better, as well. The 
rear damper units are adjustable to five different spring 
preload settings. 

Running gear consists of no new innovations or big 
improvements. A 1.7-gal. gas tank is fitted, but it's hampered 
by an extremely small opening. The tank vents through the 
aluminum cap. A small filler makes it difficult to top off the 
tank, since it's impossible to see the gasoline level. So you end 
up pouring fuel over everything at the corner station. 

Break-resistant plastic fenders are fitted front and rear—a 
nice touch. Overall finish and quality are as high as we have 
come to expect from Honda. 

Braking is another area open for comment. Both front and» 
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rear stoppers are the same diameter and width. The single 
leading shoe at the front is somewhat spongy, but it works 
well if enough pressure is applied. The sponginess and lack of 
feel actually become assets off the road by rendering inadvert- 
ant wheel lock-up nearly impossible. 

The rear brake provides better pavement performance. It’s 
not overly sensitive and allows smooth and easy stops on or 
off-the road. Neither brake was affected by deep water 
crossings. $ 

As with most small capacity bikes, the XL has a difficult 
time negotiating sandwashes. What’s to blame? It’s mostly due 
to a lack of power and the small-diameter tires. Slightly larger 
rubber would help, but the engine would have to work harder 
than ever. Assisting the power unit in this respect are 
evenly-spaced gear ratios ideally suited to the characteristics of 
the engine. The gearbox and operation are the same as on the

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SL: smooth and positive. The only difference is a slightly 
lower overall ratio that improves low speed performance, but 
reduces top speed somewhat. 

At highway speeds we noticed an excessive tingle in the 
pegs and handlebars. Note that we said tingle and not 
vibration. 

Generally, starting was accomplished with one kick of the 
lever, which, by the way, has been redesigned to tuck in out of 
the way. Warm-up, as with all Hondas, does take some time. 

Although we like the XL, we feel that it doesn't offer 
anything exceptional. As a reliable dual-purpose mount it is in 
the upper bracket when one stops to consider power, weight 
distribution and handling. Without question the XL125 is one 
of the few bikes sold today that can take the abuse of both on 
and off-road riding and ask for more without even breathing 
hard.

A RUN AT THE PEAK

Pikes Peak is the premier mountain 
in Colorado. Others are higher, and 
many more rugged, but none is so 
famous. Looking down the main street 
of Colorado Springs, the Peak towers 
like a huge cathedral. The visual focal 
point for the entire area. Three- 
hundred-sixty-four days a year (except 
when winter snows close the road), the 
Peak is a tourist attaction, conquered 
only by family sedans and tourist buses 
that labor slowly up to the top in 30 or 
40 minutes. Camping is not allowed. 

But on July 4th, it's a whole differ- 
ent mountain. Six-thousand campers, 
who are only allowed to be there once a 
year, watch 60 cars and 140 motor- 
cycles roar up 12.5 miles of switchbacks 
and long straights on the bladed dirt 
road, in times of less than 14 minutes. 

This year two young professional 
riders gave the. motorcycle fans some- 
thing to think about: Bob Conway and 
Steve Scott each notched their third 
wins, Scott’s his third in arow. 

Steve Scott is something of an 
enigma. Very few people in Colorado 
are aware that he was the original owner 
of Steve’s Bultaco in Van Nuys, Califor- 
nia, a cycle emporium well-known na- 
tionally. Until you pry it out of him, all 
he says is “I used to own a shop, and 
guys know me from that. I work on 
Bultacos out of my garage.” Scott has, 
apparently, developed a lock on the 
250cc Professional class at the Pikes 
Peak Hillclimb, although Conway’s first 
two wins were in this class, before Scott 
established his current preeminence. 

Bill Brokaw, the race's organizer, 
calls it an “outlaw” race; not because of 
sanction problems, but simply because 
it fits no AMA category. Because the 
auto races have a contractual lock on 
the proceeds from the gate, professional 
motorcycle racers compete ‚only for a 
purse derived from their entry fees. So 
Scott and the other pros attack the 
course rising 4700 feet to the summit of 
Pikes Peak, for a purse of about $800. 

This year, as in the past, the threat in 
the 250cc class was the Yamaha Twins. 


These machines are blindingly fast, yet 
Scott, as in the preceding two races, 
managed to beat them all on a slightly- 
modified Bultaco Astro. From Scott's 
description, his bike is set up to approx- 
imate Mark VI Pursang specs. “The trick 
is to get a good barrel," according to 
Steve. When queried as to what engine 
work he had done on the bike, Scott 
smiled slightly and replied, *I put a new 
ring in it a few months back—no trick 
stuff." 

The bike, as with others at the race 
that Steve helped to prepare, is very 
sanitary and well-maintained. He tried a 
super-trick, lightweight version earlier 
this year, but his current mount, the 
same one he rode last year, remains 
faster.

most obvious threat to Scott’s suprem- 
acy in the 250 Professional class. I asked 
Scott how he felt about running against 
them this year. “Same as last year,” he 
grinned, “I just hope I can get out in 
front of them. They have about the 
same top end that 1 do—about 85—but 
they get there godawful fast.” 

Scott got off to a mediocre start, 
somewhere in the middle of the first ten 
or so riders, then started steadily passing 
the leaders. Two turns before Glen 
Cove, Scott took the lead and kept it, to 
the top. Although the Yamahas obvi- 
ously had an edge in acceleration, Scott 
felt that his Pursang had several advan- 
tages: “I could out-brake them going 
into the corners, and get away faster 
coming out. You never know exactly 
where the Twins are going to go when 
you gas “em.” 

Interestingly, the Twins did very well 
otherwise, with Chuck Jenson and Bill 
Vickery taking 2nd and 3rd on Vick- 
ery-prepared Yamahas, set up on the 
order of TT machines, with Champion 
frames. John Kaminski took 6th on 
another Twin set up for half-mile, with 
the brake and shifter both on the right 
side. 

Kaminski, who is very fast, managed 
his 6th on a borrowed machine without 
compression releases, with no practice 
on the hill, and a last row start. 
Kaminski will have a front row start 
next year, and says he will “get my head 
into it" next time. It would appear that 
John has a very good shot at Scott at 
the 1975 event. 

The consensus seems to be that the 
Twins definitely have a top end and 
acceleration advantage, but may be 
slightly down on bottom end. Their 
close-ratio six-speed gearbox may be a 
handicap in this regard. This is not 
considered to be much of a disadvan- 
tage, however. The apparent reason that 
the Twins aren't more in evidence is 
that this is a very specialized type of 
racing, and it would be uneconomical to 
build an extremely-specialized machine 
for it. 

Most of the racers are regular flat 
track and TT competitors, and they run 
what they're used to. Most of them 
aren't used to 250 Twins. There are also 
quite a few motocrossers. 

I asked Wayne Sturm, a very com- 
petitive Boulder, Colorado motocrosser, 
why he was running knobbies, when 
most of the other riders were running 
Class C tires. “I thought I'd better stick 
with what I’m used to.” Sturm told me, 
“If it gets too hard in the groove, T'll just 
get out in the loose stuff. If it rains a 
whole bunch, I'll be in good shape.” 
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At the time, 10 a.m. on race day, 
there wasn't a cloud to be seen any- 
where on the horizon. Sturm said he 
just came up to see what it was like. 
This attitude is not untypical. This is 
not the sort of race that you read about, 
build a bike for and then win the first 
year, unless you're very talented. Steve 
Scott came from out of nowhere on his 
first win two years ago, so much so that 
he was protested (unsuccessfully), by 
several of the local aces, who just 
couldn't believe that a 250 could smoke 
them so badly. 

Scott, obviously is a very talented 
rider; he rides Ascot regularly, and this 
may give him an advantage at the Peak. 
With the cars running first, the course 





becomes much like a very long TT, and 
the same skills and machine set-up used 
in TT are very helpful. 

In the Open Professional class, Boul- 
der's Bob Conway re-asserted his former 
dominance of the Peak. Conway had 
won the 250 class twice, before Steve 
Scott assumed his current dominant 
position. Conway has since switched to 
a beautifully-prepared Champion 
framed 750 Yamaha flat track mount. 
Gearing his machine up slightly from its 
normal racing configuration, Conway, 
and his closest rival, Donny Palmgren, 
were capable of 100 mph and more on 
the long straights. One of the tuners 
present in the pits characterized the race 
as “156 drag races, with turns in be- 
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tween.” Conway’s superbly tuned Vick- 
ery Yamaha had the drag race problem 
whipped. 

Palmgren led for about two miles, 
with Conway in 7th or 8th. Conway 
moved up to 3rd, and Joe Valentine 
meanwhile passed Palmgren, taking ad- 
vantage of a bobble, to take the lead. 
“Donny looked back and saw me and 
we just boogied for a couple of miles, 
just like we were ‘trackin’.” 

Conway took over the lead at Glen 
Cove, but almost lost it twice. He 
"missed" one corner, coming into it 
much too hot, and saved himself with a 
berm shot. Then at the infamous “Ws” 
below Devils Playground, he killed his 
engine, but managed to upshift and 
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restart. From there on, he settled down 
and kept increasing his lead. Valentine 
crashed in the “Ws”, and Donny Palm- 
gren took over 2nd, which he held to 
the conclusion of the race. Third place 
was something of a surprise, with Jim 
Hodges, of Pueblo, on a 450 Maico 
motocrosser beating several 750s. Mike 
Farmer took 4th on a Yamaha 360. 

Coming after the likes of Bobby 
Unser and Ak Miller, going off one ata 
time against the clock, motorcycles are 
a strange contrast. The bikes go off in 
four heats, about three minutes apart. 
With the cars, you get a two hour show 
as they come by, one at a time, WFO. 
It's a sort of “man against the moun- 
tain” thing. 





With the bikes, starting 30 at a time, 
its all knees and elbows into the first 
turn, and very much man against man. 
Since you can't follow the racers, it's 
over very soon, but after the thundering 
herd goes by, you know you've been 
watching a race, not some sort of a 
glorified high altitude time trial. The 
cars are exciting and impressive—they're 
extremely fast and flashy—and very 
noisy, but the bike race is more per- 
sonal. 

As in every brand of racing there are 
sour notes. Dick Conger, an Open Pro- 
fessional class rider from Pueblo, Colo- 
rado, got some volunteer help in re- 
jetting the morning of the race, but 
“crapped out” shortly after the start. 
His coil mounting bolts had, he believes, 
been intentionally loosened. 

By and large, though, good sports- 
manship prevailed. John Kaminski re- 
marked that the riders as a group are 
very polite, moving over to let a faster 
competitor past. The fearful drops over 
the road edge in many areas may con- 
tribute to this. Nobody wants to see a 
friend killed or badly hurt, and there is 
an unusual sense of camaraderie to be 
felt in the motorcycle pits. All of the 
racers I talked to seemed to be genu- 
inely turned on by the event. The 
beautiful setting, the fantastic climate 
and the good company added up to a 
real Rocky Mountain High on the fourth.

motorcycle’s own natural tendency to turn in on itself. This 
tendency is created by two things. As the motorcycle falls to 
the side in one direction, the front wheel geometry is such 
that the leaning of the motorcycle will cause the wheel to 
turn in the same direction. This results in the wheels 
tending to center themselves under the center of gravity, 
much as if the rider had turned the bars himself. The 
feature of geometry that is in play here is called “trail.” 
The more trail a bike has designed into it, the more it wants 
to go straight. 

Working with trail has the effect of changing the spot on 
done the tire contacts the ground. Engineers call this spot 

“contact patch." When the bike is straight up, the contact 
xs centers on the center line of the wheel. When the 
bike leans to the right, the contact patch moves over to the 
right side of the tire. And when it does move, it also tends, 
because of rolling friction against the ground, to turn the 
wheel to the right. The effect is slight, but it does aid the 
self-centering. 

Also, let's not forget the effect of centrifugal force, 
which trys to right the bike and lessen the rate of turn, and 
in so doing becomes progressively less forceful. Finally it 
reaches zero force, when the rate of turn is zero. 

And what about the gyroscopic force of the wheels 
turning? It is not very significant, except perhaps at very 
high speeds. Its basic use to the motorcyclist comes from its 
retarding effect. It smooths the forces that tend to change 


‚the bike's attitude and helps in banking the machine 


steadily into a turn. Gyroscopic precession actually aids the 
leftward banking tendency of a motorcycle on which the 
front wheel is being turned right momentarily. Crank the 
wheel left, and there will be a slight rolling force to the 
right. 

Like the Family Stone says, “You can feel it if you try." 
But I wouldn't preoccupy myself with gyroscopic force. It's 
just one factor in the interplay of several things that bring 
balance to you and your machine. 

It is this continually modified state of balance—or sum 
of dynamic imbalances—that make the motorcycle a unique 
form of transportation. Balance, and the need to bank 
when making a turn are the joy of motorcycling and they 
are also what you have to live with. 

These conditions will affect your braking ability. 
Straight up, on a dry, clean surface, the motorcycle can be 
one of the most effectively stopping instruments in 
existence. Its low weight and relatively massive braking 
capacity combine to produce stopping ability far beyond 
that of most production cars. 

When the bike isn't straight up, or when the condition of 
the road surface is less than perfect, that massive stopping 
power can work against the rider. 

The reasons are clear. Straight up, the weight is made to 
transfer to the front wheel. The harder the braking, the 
more weight transferred to the front wheel and the more 
tire-to-road adhesion produced—up to the absolute limit of 
the tire compound's traction. If the bike is banked for a 
turn, that weight transfer is not pushed straight down into 
the pavement, but is vectored to the outside of the turn. 
Exceed the traction capability of the tire, and the front 
wheel washes out. If you were driving an automobile, the 
washout would have little consequence—other than pro- 
nounced understeer. On a motorcycle, you don't have a 
four-wheel platform to hold you up. Crash! 

Acceleration works much the same way. Up to a point, 
the weight transfer of bike and body pushing rearward and 
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downward on the rear tire increases traction. But should 
the bike be banked, the sum of the weight transfer pushes 
not down, which would help increase traction; but out, 
which helps to defeat traction. Hence, the seemingly 
carefree way in which one can powerslide an automobile 
does not belong to the average motorcyclist who rides the 
highway. Sliding with power on the dirt works fine for a 
biker, because the transition between full traction and no 
traction is broad and gentle. On the pavement, the 
transition is so rapid that a tail slide and subsequent 
recovery will throw your neck out of joint. 

Pavement bikes may be drifted to a certain extent, 
however. With most production bikes, and standard tire 
compounds, a two-wheel drift can be produced when 
cornering at expressway speeds, this assuming that bad 
spring and shock absorber combinations don't wobble you 
off the road first, or that your centerstand or tailpipes 
don't wedge you off. The drift cannot be so pronounced as 
it is on an automotive motoring platform, and it results 
partly from the distortion of the tires themselves in creating 
a “slip-angle.” Slip-angle is the difference between where 
the front tire is pointed and where it is actually going. It is, 
in effect, your leeway between ecstasy and disaster. 

Because of the effect of drift and.that of weight transfer 
either forward or rearward, you will discover that a 
motorcycle corners most stably when the throttle is 
on—not a hell of a lot—but on. Probably you've had the 
experience of entering a turn too hot already. “Zowee, I’m 
h-h-h-h-h-hot," you mutter in fright, and roll the damn 
thing off. Of course, your fear has made you do the wrong 
thing, just like quivering student pilots who raw-reflex their 
planes into the most compromising of bounces. 

Shutting off a rapidly cornering motorcycle produces 
forward weight transfer. Not only does it cause added front 
tire distortion, which tends to make more slip angle 
necessary to produce the same rate of turn, but it also 
lessens rear tire distortion and the back tire drift that was 
aiding your turn in a minute way. And finally, the apparent 
weight of the machine is now moved forward. The bike is 
now loaded like a playing dart. And, as everybody knows, 
anything like that is going to fly itself straight off the turn. 

Now you're beginning to understand why I've called this 
chapter “Every Man's Motorcycle." That, in effect, is what 
I'm describing. There are no exceptions. He's got a Twin, 
you've got a Four. Both are stuck with the same immutable 
laws. 

To summarize, here's what you have going for you and 
working against you on a motorcycle: 


WORKING FOR YOU 


. Economy of materials, fuel and motion. 

. Excellent forward visibility. 

. Excellent power-to-weight ratio. 

. Rapid response and maneuverability. 

. Ability to heighten rider's attention. 

. Great braking ability and fade resistance—straight up. 
WORKING AGAINST YOU 


. No insulation or protection. 

. Distraction from noise and wind. 

. Need to partially isolate banking from either rapid 
acceleration or braking. 

. Poor rearward visibility. 

. Inadvertent changes of balance and direction from minor 
body or head movements.

group of “The hell if lm gonna shut off 
for you" motocrossers came flying 
around the first turn only to be con- 
fronted by the flag parade piddling 
along at plug-fouling speed. After a lot 
of brakes locking up, machine-gun 
downshifts, slideouts and four-etter 
words, the moto was halted and the 
riders lined up again. 

This time they got it started just fine, 
except for another first-turn pile-up, 
and the race was on. Jim West put his 
Husky in front of Honda's Rich Eier- 
stedt, and no matter what Rich did to 
get in front of Jim, he couldn't. They 
were never more than 15 feet apart. 
Rolf Tibblin (Jim's coach and director 
of the Husqvarna International Training 
Center) jumped up and down and 
yelled and prayed and swore-all in 
Swedish. 

Jim won this moto, but didn't do 
well in the second one, as a dead last 
start forced him to battle his way up to 
7th while Eierstedt worked into the 
lead. The flag fell while they were in 
those positions, so the Honda took the 
overall win. 

The Internationals had much less 
difficulty getting their show on the 
road. Gary Semics squirted his Husky 
into a lead that only lasted two laps. 
Wolsink got his Suzuki by Semics, and 
Gary started fading. DeCoster had got- 
ten off to a very untypical start. Fif- 
teenth out of the first turn, he held 7th 
position after the first lap. One by one 
he picked off the riders while Wolsink 
increased his lead over 2nd-place John 
Banks (CCM). When Roger finally came 
up on Banks, the battle was on. 

The crowd was for Roger, but sens- 
ing that sooner or later the four-stroke 
Thumper of Banks was doomed to be 
passed, they cheered John on, wildly 
waving banners and shaking fists every 
time he shut the door on the World 
Champ. Roger finally got by him on the 
big uphill where the ground, due to the 
overcast weather conditions, was still 
moist. The Suzuki could find traction 
on the hill this year, whereas last year, 
the fastest bike up the dried-out hill was 
Banks’ Cheney BSA. 

With 2nd firmly in grasp, DeCoster 
set out after his teammate, who by now 
had a comfortable 11-second lead. Little 
by little he whittled away at the Dutch- 
man's margin, until he caught him with 
only 10 minutes to go. Wolsink had 
been having trouble shifting gears on his 
bike, and that finally allowed Roger to 
overtake him. 

Mikkola had been working hard all 
the time, too, and was now in 3rd, a

he came around by the pits, where his 
mechanics were giving him the universal 
“gas it" sign, Heikki pointed to the rear 
of the bike and shook his head. At first 
the crowd thought that he might be 
having shock absorber trouble, but as 
soon as he passed by again, everyone 
could see that he had a flat rear tire. 
Jaak Van Velthoven (Yam), whó had 
been hounding Heikki, slipped by on 
the last lap, dropping the Husky to 
fourth. 

The first two Americans followed. 
First was Brad Lackey, who had never 
been out of the top ten. Brad had 
worked slowly and steadily up to 5th 
from a first-turn 9th. Pierre Karsmakers 
(Yam), had been involved in a first-turn 
congestion along with teammates Tim 
Hart and Mike Hartwig. Pierre rode an 
inspired race, recovering from such a 
deficit to finish 6th. 

In the final 500 International, Wol- 
sink grabbed the lead right off the bat 
and never looked back. Roger was 2nd, 
but was quickly zapped by Pierre, who 
this time had avoided the congestion. 
Mikkola was back in the pack. Right 
behind DeCoster was Jim Weinert, who 
was really looking good after a 10th in 
the first moto. Following Jim was Marty 
Tripes. Surprise of Surprises. Not only 
was Marty in 6th, but during the entire 
45-minute moto, he only lost two 
places, finishing 8th ahead of Willi 
Bauer and Bengt Aberg (Bul). 

DeCoster finally decided to make his 
move on Karsmakers when he got word 
from his pit that Mikkola was in 4th and 
closing. But Roger couldn't get by 
Pierre. In fact, while trying a much 
rougher outside line around the number 
11 Yamaha, the hub on Rog's Suzuki 
cracked, leaving him with a useless front 
brake. He pressed on regardless. Finally, 
Karsmakers just pulled over and let both 
the Suzuki and Mikkola by. It was not

too difficult for the Flying Finn to get 
past DeCoster now that the Suzuki 
couldn't brake as hard going into 
corners. 

But Heikki wasn’t content with 2nd 
place, and Wolsink’s times were not as 
fast as the number two man’s. It was on 
the very last lap that Mikkola caught 
Wolsink. The crowd was going bananas. 
It was almost difficult to hear the 
pseudo-muffled sting of two-stroke ex- 
hausts above the cheering and 
screaming. 

As they came around the final turn, 
only 30 feet from the checkered flag, 
they were side by side, Mikkola on the 
low berm, Wolsink on the high one. 
Gerrit, because he chose the longer way 
through the corner, had the momentum. 
He kept the throttle dialed on, not 
wishing to lose out in the last few feet. 
He crossed the finish line just inches 
ahead of the Husky and proceeded to 
centerpunch the berm/wall at the base 
of the timing tower. He endoed spectac- 
ularly, smashing his chin and generally 
shaking himself up. 

For his efforts, he took home the 
overall G.P. win, his second of the 
season. DeCoster came home 3rd ahead 
of Karsmakers, and 2nd overall. Jim 
Pomeroy was 5th, but his finish was not 
of consequence, since, being an FIM 
250 rider, he was not eligible for 500 
Class points. Jim had carburetor prob- 
lems in the first moto and DNFed. 

Brad Lackey was in 6th when the 
front wheel on his factory Husky came 
apart on him. This gave Top American 
honors to Pierre Karsmakers. Jim Wein- 
ert finally ended up in 7th after his 
exhaust pipe cracked. When the pipe 
went, Jim could no longer hold off the 
charge of Weil, who got by in the last 
laps. 

The event had a surprise winner. But 
the real story lies in what this G.P. did 
to the points table. Mikkola came into 
the event with 129 points. Both DeCos- 
ter and Weil had 114. That night, 
Mikkola still had a lead, 149 to DeCos- 
ter’s 139. Weil has 123. Wolsink, at 107, 
is closing in on 3rd place.

around again two times; on the third 
circuit he ignited the pyre, wailing and 
sobbing so that it seemed to stifle the 
flickering flames. 

He washed again and was led away 
by his relatives. The tenders began to 
stoke the fire and the yellow flames 
rose. In the river the reflection flick- 
ered; it brightened as the clothes caught. 
Then the crackling of the body feeding 
its own fire began to dominate. Ashes to 
ashes. 

The two girls, their magic tent com- 
pletely inflated, and I watched in 
amusement as two brothers, about eight 
or so, tried to catch their escaped 
poodle. We grinned at each other. 

I remembered one early bright May 
morning while I was taking tea and toast 
on the porch of Tourist Corner. Whom 
should I see approaching through: the 
courtyard but Fritz, gibbon on arm, 
leading several luggage-laden porters and 
an entourage of kids clamoring about 
the small ape. I knew Fritz from Penang 
where he was the artiste-in-residence 
and where Murphy, the gibbon, cease- 
lessly entertained all. He loved to chase 
birds—and even their shadows. 

Fritz had smuggled him out of Thai- 
land by tranquilizing him and wrapping 
him to his arm and then slinging it as if 
it were broken. In the Bangkok Airport, 
while buying a magazine, he noticed the 
saleslady staring in horror at his arm.

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introduced me to Peshawar. He be- 
friended me and stood me to meals and 
a hotel room for two days. His father 
had recently died at the age of 120 
years after four wives, 20 sons, and 15 
daughters. The druggist himself had two 
wives. He arranged for me to take 
pictures of the Kohat-Darra Tribal Arms 
Factory. North west Pakistan is not actu- 
ally controlled by the Pakistani govern- 
ment; it is governed and administered 
by the various tribes in the area. 

I followed my friends on the Vespa 
to Kohat, a small village of adobe 
businesses scattered along a single street. 
Most of these sell firearms, from pen 
pistols to machine guns. All of the guns 
are handmade. There is no electricity, 
and lathes, drills, etc. are handdriven 
using cranks and pulleys. 

In a courtyard, the master gunsmith 
oversaw barrels being rifled by hand. 
Elsewhere bullets are manufactured and 
cartridges loaded. Periodically, shots 
rang out as the weapons were tested or 
demonstrated for prospective custom- 
ers. No questions asked. 

On the north side of Kohat is a small 
building where their well-known black 
hashish is produced. Goat skins full of 
the tender leaves and flowering tops of 
marijuana plants were stacked in a 
corner. Two men used their weight to 
rhythmically counterbalance a heavy 
beam tipped at right angles with a metal 
plunger. A third man pushed the mari- 
juana into a hole where the plunger 
crushed it into a mold. Soles of hashish, 
the finished product, were drying in 
rows. 

We stayed only a short time because 
my two guides, Pakistanis from Pesha- 
war, were very nervous around these 
armed, fierce-looking, independent, 
gray-eyed Pushtanis. 

Listening to the two English girls 
chatter as they cooked their tea (even- 
ing meal) on the tailgate of the jeep, 
brought me to remember Maureen, a 
delightful Canadian nurse I met in 
Kabul, the capital of Afghanistan. She 
joined me in a journey to central Af- 
ghanistan to see Bamiyan and Band-i- 
Amir. A pretty fair dirt road took us to 
the large valley, irrigated and green, 
ordered by rows of tall poplar trees, an 
impressive sight in that barren treeless 
region. 

On the north side of the Bamiyan 
valley is a huge sandstone cliff, tan; and 
in the cliff are two giant Buddhas and 
hundreds of small caves in which the 
monks lived. These were carved while 
they worked and learned here between 
the First and Sixth Centuries A.D. The 
largest Buddha is 83 meters high, and it 
provides an exhilarating climb and a 
fantastic view from the top of the head.

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The smaller is only 45 meters tall. At 
one time they were both frescoed and 
painted in bright colors; remnants can 
still be seen above the head of the large 
one. 

Seventy-nine miles of miserable 
rough gravel roads and steep switch- 
backs led us to the high treeless plains 
and Band-i-Amir Lakes. Old Honda 
really strained and gasped under the 
double load and in that thin air. Deep in 
the eroded center of the plateau we 
found the lakes shimmering blue, indeli- 
ble, infinite. And how well I remember 
the return over Hajigak Pass, more than 
10,000 feet. 

Two big koochi (sheepherders’) dogs, 
complete with spiked collars to protect 
them from leopards, waited for us on a 
switchback above us.

Luckily they were 
content to chase and bark only, as we 
could barely outrun them. 

As we neared the asphalt, after sev- 
eral days on the bad dirt, I became tired 
and careless. A small band of sheep 
broke across the road in front of me 
while I was making around 20 mph. The 
first few made it; the last didn’t. We 
went down in heavy gravel. Maureen 
rolled clear and I skinned up my arm 
and shoulder. The sheep had at least one 
broken leg and appeared to have only a 
short time left in this world. 

Old Honda suffered a dinged fender, 
broken headlight and mirror, and nu- 
merous scratches. While surveying the 
damages, a commercial truck stopped 
and the driver pointed across the flats 
towards a koochi tent. “Burro, burro!” 
(Hurry, hurry!), he shouted and drove 
off. Across the flats came the koochi at 
a run. I started the Honda, and we 
literally jumped on. The gear lever, I 
found, was also bent, and I could only 
get second gear. 

We were leaving slowly and the 
koochi was so close he was trying to 
grab Maureen. Falling slightly behind, 
he tried to hit us with his staff. Maureen 
kept repeating a litany of “Faster Jerry, 
faster," pushing me forward on the seat. 
He finally threw his staff at us; it missed 
and we escaped. Had the sheep died

a ram- 1 still can't bear to think of it.

it had a shower and a toilet. 

Mazar-i-Sharif, near the Russian bor- 
der, that was where the steering column 
bearings gave out completely. With 
resignation I crippled back across the 
beautiful Salang Pass where the Russian 
Highway tunnels through the formida- 
ble Hindu Kush Mountains. In the freez- 
ing tunnel, over 11,000 feet high, I ran 
out of gas. Luck was with me and I was 
on the downhill side; I coasted to the 
petrol depot in Charikar. Fantastically, 
in Kabul I found a used set of bearings 
and races for the front end, and I 
pushed quickly from Nargar and flew 
past Kandahar, Girsht on to Herat on 
the American Friendship Highway. 

Bandit-bandana-covered face, dirt 
blowing, dirt sifting, dust-filled holes in 
dirt roads; body and Honda perpetually 
encrusted with dirt. Dirt dusted me over 
and covered me under. Hidden behind 
the Honda for 20 hours waiting to be 
able to see. Old Honda labored with bad 
plugs (my spares), valves rattled, but it 
was too dirty to open up to adjust 
them, bad mileage, front end bearings 
grooved and beaten out again. 

Nan and chi (bread and tea) for 
breakfast; harbuza (honeydew melon) 
for lunch; nan and chi for dinner. I had 
overstayed and overspent in Afghanistan 
and had to sell my binoculars and movie 
camera to get to Tehran. 

The needle valve vibrated loose near 
Faizabad, Iran and choked off my fuel. 
An English acquaintance happened by 
in the middle of the Never-Never and 
helped me solve that problem. More 
luck. And to get into Iran I had to take 
eight horse-sized pills for cholera, even 
though I had a valid shot card. The 
miserable health official even made me 
open my mouth and then inspected it 
with a flashlight to see if I had swal- 
lowed them. 

Customs tore my entire pack and 
panniers apart searching for that evil 
Afghani hashish. I had to walk all over 
Faizabad getting clearance signatures 
from the police, the army, the secret 
police ad infinitum. From 3:00 p.m. 
until 9:30 it took me to clear the 
border. Worst crossing I have ever had. 
Still bitter. 

Tehran on September 6 and mail. I 
picked up the first mail since Delhi back 
in June. I carefully stacked the two 
months mail according to writer and 
especially to date, in anticipation of bad 
news: none.

that he had made the Middle East leg. 
Cold nights, snappy mornings; fall was 
here and harvests were happening every- 
where. Had to wear my ski parka all 
day. 

Wake up; watch the sunrise; take 20 
winks; break camp and pack the tent 
with dew on it. Ride quickly to the 
closest town for tea and bread. Push on, 
push, push, rest break now every 75 
miles. Eat lunch when stomach demands 
it; calculate miles to Turkey's border. 

My mind wanders, wonders where to 
winter: London, friends; Germany, 
friends; mountains, better. Watching the 
ducks mass for migration, I would like 
to hunt. Reminds me of my goose 
hunting buddy in Bountiful. I remember 
awhile. 

Ride; stop, must take photo; light 
not right. Ride; should have taken that 
picture. Stop; take picture. Ride, terri- 
ble picture. Always eat in the evening at 
the last possible town. Ride, good camp- 
site, no, too early. Ride, ride; too late; 
take any campsite. Up with the tent, 
still wet from morning dew, be wetter in 
the morning; blow up air mattress, still 
leaking; write note to self, “fix air 
mattress." Light candle; begin commu- 
nication with my friend (my journal), 
slow, deliberate, printed mind messages.
